Spring pruning guide 


By Howard Loughran 


| peo is plant surgery. Use it only as a corrective 
measure. It’s not black magic that enables you to keep 
your plants at midget size forever. There’s no excuse for 
giving an annual haircut, or a ‘“‘butch”’ trim. 

What to cut off: 

1. Deadwood: It’s of no further use and may be a 

breeding place for diseases and insects. 

2. Diseased wood: It’ll probably die soon anyhow. 

3. Damaged wood and abnormal growths. 

Usually there will be no need to cut off anything else. 
But never try to shape your plants until all the dead, 
diseased, and damaged wood has been cut away so you 
can see what the living plant really looks like. 

When to prune: 

Wounds heal fastest when made between February 15 
and May 15. But don’t prune spring-blooming plants until after 
they flower. Other exceptions (delay until late summer): 
maples, yellow wood, walnuts, birches, and California 
live oak and (midwinter only) London plane trees or 
sycamores. 

Wound dressings aren’t necessary, but feed your 
plants liberally to hasten growth of wound callus. If cuts 
are conspicuous, they can be darkened with mud.

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Vines: Trumpet-creeper, Virginia creeper, porcelainvine, bittersweet, and 
climbing hydrangea should be cut back to their main trunks each spring. 
Clematis blooms on new shoots; so you can cut away any old top growth not 
needed as a screen. Your wisteria must not be pruned until after it blooms 


BEFORE 


Pruning may be needed to keep your 
shrub compact and neat, to get rid of 
old, thin branches that fail to flower 
or fruit freely, or to encourage growth 
of new, brightly colored twigs for win- 
ter color. Worn-out branches, now 
old and stiff, should be cut off flush 
with ground in early March (below) 


AFTER 


Careful pruning hasn't changed the 
natural habit of this plant. It has only 
made it more tidy in appearance. 
Exception: Save only the three or four 
most vigorous shoots on your hybrid 
tea roses, and cut these back to about 
6 inches. Remove any sucker growths 
that you find shooting up from the 
roots of your grafted lilacs and roses

Your roses can be the biggest and best in your neigh- 
borhood. The most important secret is to use care when 
planting. Follow the step-by-step directions shown here. 


Hole should be big enough so roots can spread out naturally. Don’t try to 
save time or effort on this detail. Potful of soil dumped in center of hole, as 
shown here, will support base of plant from where roots fork sharply downward

know. He has made a business and a pleasure of it for 47 years. 


en 47 years Senator George D. Aiken of Vermont 
has been growing wildflowers. He owns a nursery, and 
he sells hemlock and apple trees and Christmas wreaths 
and wildflowers to a lot of people. Senator Aiken, who 
is 55, began growing wildflowers when he was 8. As a 
boy in Vermont, he had to fetch the cows from pasture. 
The cows were often in a wooded corner where blos- 
somed spring beauties, hepaticas, bloodroot violets, 
squirrel corn, and Dutchman’s-breeches. One night the 
boy lingered to dig up a clump of Dutchman’s-breeches. 
He transplanted them to a spot beneath a dooryard 
lilac bush. The Dutchman’s-breeches took root and 
grew. So did Senator Aiken’s love of wildflowers. Today 





he knows more about them than almost anybody you 
can find. He has written a book about them. He has 
grown them for love and for money. If he wants to, he 
can give you the Latin names of all of them. 

Who should grow wildflowers? ‘“‘Anyone who likes 
them well enough to take care of them.” 

To city dwellers he recommends miniature wild 
gardens, in back yards, on roofs, even tiny indoor 
gardens or window-box gardens. The man in the coun- 
try, he says, can use wildflowers by the tens of thou- 
sands, along paths, in fields, or along the banks of 
streams. The suburban home is a wonderful place for

> If you are having a first course, you can 
save steps by putting it on the table just 
before the guests are seated, with the nap- 
kin one inch to the left of the forks, open 
edge toward the plate for easy unfolding.

> If you are not having a first course such 
as soup, then the napkins are between the 
knife and forks when guests come to the 
table.

Here are answers to your most-asked questions on serving 


Q. When should guests arrive for a dinner 
engagement? 

A. Guests should arrive 5 to 10 minutes 
before the hour set for dinner. It is un- 
pardonable to arrive late. 


Q. Should the hostess greet her guests as they 
arrive, or may the host do it if she is busy? 

A. The hostess should plan her work so 
she won’t need to be in the kitchen when 
guests arrive. After welcoming them and 
seeing that they are made comfortable she 
may excuse herself to finish preparing the 
meal. 


Q. How would you seat your children, 3, 10, 12 
years old, at the table with guests? 

A. The 3-year-old should be on the left 
of the parent least involved with serving 
the meal. The 10-year-old could be on the 
left of other parent. The 12-year-old could 
be seated next to guest on right side of the 
hostess. 


Q. Should dinner wait for a late guest? 
A. Fifteen minutes is the maximum time 
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to wait for a tardy guest. When he ap- 
pears, host rises from table to greet him. 
Hostess does not leave her place. 


Q. Should the latecomer be served first course? 
A. Serve the late guest the same course 
others are having. 


Q. How do you seat four wives and four hus- 
bands, all of them honor guests? 

A. Try not to seat a husband and wife 
together. Alternate man and woman seat- 
ing, placing those together who you think 
will enjoy each other. 


Q. How soon should guests sit down after 
being shown to their places? 

A. Guests stand behind their chairs until 
the hostess sits down. Guests then seat 
themselves from the left side of their chairs. 
Chairs should not be moved unless neces- 
sary. 


Q. Should there be a spoon at each place for 
eating vegetables? 
A. A fork is preferable [ Turn to page 98

When an architect remodels for himself 


llis ideas are worth vour checking 


fee ARTHUR FROELICH bought a 20-year- 
old plaster house in Los Angeles, built in the Spanish style so 
popular in the 1920’s. 

The house had a fair kitchen and two good bedrooms. But 
the dining room had the best location in the house; the livmg 
room was dark, and the main bedroom (23x11) was too large. 
There was no entrance hall. 

Froelich noted these drawbacks. He also looked at the house 
structurally, and found no flaws. And he liked the setting—the 
house stood in a beautiful canyon, sheltered by a huge oak, 
with a secluded hillside at the rear to be turned into a garden. 

Remodeling, he decided, would require four alterations: 

1) To do away with the porch, including part of it in the main house. 
Here Froelich added an entrance hall with a coat closet, a sec- 
ond bathroom, and a dressing room. He left enough open ter- 
race so the living area could be lighted by corner windows. 
The exterior was covered with redwood siding.

2) To remove the partition between the old living room and dining 
room. This left an L-shaped room, with the dining area shifted 
to the rear. The fireplace was moved from the rear of the house 
to a side wall, and enlarged to include an indoor barbecue. 
Then the rear wall was given four glass doors, opening onto a 
new screened terrace. These doors, with the corner windows, 
light the entire living-dining area. Pine paneling covered the 
domed plaster ceiling and all but one plaster wall; where the 
original plaster was left exposed, it was painted turquoise blue, 

3) To build a large wardrobe closet at one end of the main bedroom, 
giving the room better shape and more closet space. This wardrobe, 
together with the new bathroom and dressing room next to 
the entry hall, makes the Froelichs’ bedroom a complete unit 
in itself. The old closet, centrally located, holds the heater. 

4) To add an eating nook, service area, and screened terrace at the 
rear of the house. The service room opens onto a side terrace for 
deliveries. The screened terrace opens onto the garden.

Put vour walls to flowerme!

IF YOUR WALL is built in a series of set- 
backs like the one opposite at upper left, 
you’ve an opportunity to plant each ledge 
with flowers that will swing down and across 
the faces of the stones, bricks, or concrete 
blocks. 

Choose plants that have all-season good 
looks and a mat-like growth. Spicy-scented 
pinks, gray-leaved cerastium, the tidy 
sedums, blue creeping veronicas, and dwarf 
bellflowers are good in walls that get sun 
for five to six hours a day. 

Golden alyssum, shown here on the top- 
most ledge, is another. 

Sweet-smelling thymes cover the back of 
the lower ledge here which also serves as a 
seat. 

The brilliant mesembryanthemums in 
the wall pictured could best be duplicated 
on walls in colder gardens by a permanent 
planting of pink hardy verbenas with plants 
of General Dodds petunia (an annual) set 
in for a splash of late-summer color. 


<.___—_- 


IF YOU can plant as you build your wall, 
then its whole face can flower as gaily as 
this one photographed in Seattle. 

As your larger stones are placed, fill the 
chinks with rich loose soil, then spread the 
roots of your plants and small shrubs care- 
fully. Use small stones at intervals to take 
the weight of the next line of heavy stones. 
Proceed in this fashion until your wall is 
finished. 

Heather, small azaleas, and daphnes are 
small shrubs quite in scale with a six-foot 
wall like this one. 

Rosy armerias with heads like clover, 
white cerastium, golden alyssum, trailing 
blue bellflowers and violas and pinks can 
make your wall flower solidly in spring. 

Sedums, semiwoody verbenas, and the 
always-intriguing colonies of sempervivums 
or hen-and-chickens, will follow. 

Plant the low-growing plumbago with its 
rich blue flowers for fall, and dwarf asters 
to bloom right up to the last day of autumn. 
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IF YOURS is a utilitarian wall built with 
no provision for planting pockets between 
walk and wall, then choose shrubs to back 
it and lean across its top just far enough to 
soften the harsh line. 

The oleanders pictured opposite, top 
right, are ideal for such a planting because 
of their long blooming season, their clean 
prickle-free foliage, and the ease with which 
they can be restrained by a moderate nip- 
ping back of ends. 

Where oleanders are not winter-hardy, 
lilacs, small compact crabapple varieties 
like Hopa, and pink double-flowering plums 
will flower thru the spring. 

Also good for northern plantings are the 
new large-flowered mockoranges such as 
Atlas, the long-blooming red weigelas Vani- 
cek and Bristol Ruby, and the deep-pink 
Zabel honeysuckle. 

Shrub-altheas and crape myrtles (from 
Washington south) will keep your wall in 
flower thru August.

IF YOU have a hilly site, the thrust of the 
bank behind it may require a solidly mor- 
tared wall. 

The secret of successful planting in such 
a case is to concentrate on packing in the 
bloom above and below the wall so that its 
bare face serves as contrast for the close- 
crammed flowers. 

At the foot of the wall pictured opposite 
at lower right, early small bulbs filled the 
small band of soil between wall and street 
walk. Meantime geranium slips were rooted 
and these set in place when the early flowers 
faded. 

For an equally gay color scheme, you 
could substitute miniature zinnias like Red 
Riding Hood, and dwarf marigolds. 

On the level above such a wall, the flowers 
can be whatever you prefer because their 
spread is not limited. Small flowering trees 
like the hawthorn planted here help break 
the severe lines, also contribute their share 
of flowers.

ees BRIEFS. Start with 
a plan. Before you set your first plant, decide 
on which flowering seasons are most impor- 
tant to you. Then allot your planting space 
accordingly. 


Plant materials. Make your choices from 
plants that perform reliably in your area. 
Avoid using those that are delicate, need 
special soils, or require staking. Remember 
it’s not going to be as easy to tend plants in 
pigeonholes as it is where you can circle them 
when you want to. When you groom planted 
walls close to the street you may find yourself 
gardening with a gallery of spectators. 


Seils. There are wall plants for both limestone 
and granitic soils. A porous soil is more neces- 
sary than a rich one. Husky perennials often 
outgrow their wall niches. If plant food is 
needed, you can always supply it in liquid 
form. 


Planting. Spread roots in pancake form, 
otherwise handle your plants as you normally 
do, even in a layered wall. Keep crowns higher 
than roots. To replace a plant in an almost 
vertical wall, pry stones or blocks apart with 
a bar. Wedge them for steadiness while you 
slide your new plant with roots wrapped in 
wet spagnum moss into the crevice on a flat 
trowel or pancake turner. 


Watering. Once they’re thoroly established, 
plants in walls send their roots back into the 
bank. But until they are, you’ll have to water 
them by hand or lay an oozing canvas hose 
along the top of your planted wall, or have a 
site where there’s known to be a steady seep- 
age of ground water from the bank behind.

A new study in kitchen planning tells 


what you should do and what you can N 
: O ROOM in the house has received more expert 


attention, produced more theories, been the subject of 
more advice, than the kitchen. 

The fact remains that the kitchen that will really whisk 
you smiling thru a big day, hands lovely, arches intact, 
husband happy, apron clean, is still the one in the photo- 
vou can t do graphs—pretty, desirable, but seldom possible for you to 
duplicate. 

There is nothing wrong with the theories. You work 
most easily when all your tools, appliances, foods, and 
small equipment are conveniently arranged. The trouble 
is that kitchen arrangement starts with the size and 
shape of a room you already have. And, especially in an 
older house, there is many a slip between the ideal and 
the actual placement of room doors. 

The need, then, is for a translation of the theories into 
more flexible terms, terms you can use to plan greater 
convenience into any kitchen. 

Researchers at the Servel Homemaker’s Institute at 
Evansville, Indiana, recently tackled the problem of 
kitchen planning afresh, with just such a translation in

a central position. But during the preparation of their 84 
meals, the experts had used food and tools at the sink 
unit 1,057 times, but at the refrigerator unit 2,806! 

They rubbed their eyes and cooked their 84 meals all 
over again. Isn’t there some cliché about slaving over a 
hot stove? They had spent more than three times as much 
time working near the refrigerator as near the range. 

Grimly, they started out for a third time. The most 
efficient place to store foods and utensils, obviously, is at 
the point where they first go into action. They made 
first use of foods 53 times at the sink unit, 177 times at 
the range unit, 1,157 times at the refrigerator unit. Pots 
and pans and mixing spoons were used first at the re- 
frigerator 1,649 times, at the sink 1,004 times, at the 
range 624 times. 

Do you think you serve from range to dining room? 
Or that when you clear the dining-room table, your first 
job is at the sink? Actually, you stop at the refrigerator 
en route from the range to the dining room as often as 
not, for a cold garnish, for butter, for a refrigerated 
salad. You stop at the refrigerator more often than you 
think on the way back, too, to put away leftovers, butter, 
cream. 

Here the researchers stopped. They had established 
a number of findings that may have a lot to do with your 
kitchen. These findings not only give you a reliable basis 
for setting up an ideal kitchen arrangement, but furnish 
a second, even a third choice on which to compromise— 
in case you are doing only a partial remodeling, or if your 
room just won’t accommodate the ideal at all! 

Ideally, each of the three appliances should be pro- 
vided with sufficient storage space to hold every tool and 
food which normally has its first use in connection with 
that appliance. Each should have enough work space to 
make good use of the tools and foods at the same spot. 
But what if your kitchen refuses to accommodate all 
three? Where should you stint? 

Your refrigerator has long been thought of in terms of 
storage only. It seemed quite all right, in fact, to isolate 
it near the back door where, presumably, it handily re- 
ceived the packages you brought home from the store. 


If, however, you regard the refrigerator as an active partici- 
pant in food preparation, it becomes the very first appliance 
for which you should provide storage and work space. 


‘Where, for example, can you more conveniently make 
cake, or salad, or sandwiches, than right next to the re- 
{rigerator which holds the eggs, milk, the sandwich filling, 
the salad greens? And where in the kitchen is a better 
place to store flour, mixer, cake pans, breadbox, salad 
bowl? 

It’s the sink, on the other hand, that actually receives 
first the majority of foods you bring into the kitchen, par- 
ticularly those that need cleaning before storage. Some

SPOT-ight your kitchen

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Light on the work spot — that’s 


your guide to lighting the kitchen 


By Sarah M. Gordon 


Nain kitchen jobs have long since moved from the 
old kitchen worktable out to the walls of the kitchen. So 
in addition to adequate central light, you need good 
light at sink, range, and work counters. 

In new kitchens, the placing of lighting fixtures will 
be as important as where you put the refrigerator or a 
work counter. And like your appliances, the lighting will 
be built in. 

But even in the older kitchen, the ideas shown on this 
page will help you light your kitchen by spotlighting 
the job. Results are both glamorous and practical. 


the ceiling 














For a low ceiling and a tailored look: 
the ceiling recess fixture, with a glass, 
plastic, or open louver face to diffuse 
the light thruout the kitchen, and 
shield the tube or bulb. Make sure 
your fixture is easy to open, both for 
cleaning and for exchanging bulbs 


When cabinets end where an appli- 
ance begins, the open space between 
can be spanned by a plywood or 
composition board valance conceal- 
ing fluorescent strips or silver bowl 
incandescent bulbs. Valance can be 
homemade, as decorative as you like 


A handy plug-in, this fluorescent, 
glass-panel bracket is for floodlight- 
ing cabinet work areas, or is used as 
@ combination light and oddment 
shelf on an open wall. Locate it below 
the eye level, so that you will not 
find yourself looking straight into it 
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Slim-jim fluorescent strips can be 
placed and combined to create a 
shadowless spread of light thruout 
any kitchen, no matter what its pe- 
culiarities in shape. These two strips 
are placed end to end to carry light 
the length of a long, narrow kitchen

Over the appliances 


Where work areas are free of wall 
cabinets, the light can be installed 
in a drop section built down from the 
ceiling. Only one of several possibil- 
ities is this single incandescent bulb 
spot, shielded by’ an open louver 
to direct the light but conceal bulb 


An open valance is a simple way to 
carry efficient lighting all around the 
room, or spotlight crucial areas as 
here. A strip of wood or composition 
board over a strip of fluorescent light, 
it directs light up for glamour, down 
for business. Comparatively cheap 


Over the counters 


The fluorescent bracket, as easy to in- 
stall as a pin-up lamp, is a versatile 
fixture, often provides a plus in an 
extra outlet for mixer or toaster. This 
one has its own shield. Others come 
unshielded for out-of-sight use; or 
have clip-on shields for use in open 


The open Auorescent strip can be used 
wherever there is adequate support, 
just so long as it is below or above 
eye level, or properly shielded. Here 
it lights the counter from outside edge 
of cabinet, shielded and directed by 
an extension of the cabinet front 


If your range does not carry its own 
light, why not hang a condiment shelf 
on the wall above it, and run a fluo- 
rescent strip out of sight under a front 
apron? A glass shelf will give a 
pleasing glow to the spice jars and 
wall above, as well as to work below 


More kitchen cabinets come self- 
lighted these days, with click-on in-. 
terior illumination, or counter lighting 
recessed into the bottom, or both. In 
these glass-doored beauties recessed 
fluorescent tubes flood work spot and

Home-sreweD soup has a 
special fragrance and memorable 
taste, is served pridefully and 
eaten with extreme gratitude by 
the family. Soup for supper makes 
a meal highly informal, intimate, 
and wholly delightful. Here are 
four soup suppers for you to try. 


Pennsylvania Dutch Onion Soup 


Garlic Bread 
Cabbage Salad 
Spicy Apple Pudding 


To give the onion soup a new 
and exciting twist, try it the way 
it is brewed in my favorite Harris- 
burg, Pennsylvania, kitchen. You’ll 
not regret it. And you'll be de- 
lighted with how easy this recipe 
for Pennsylvania Dutch Onion 
Soup is to make: 

Slice thinly . .6 large onions 
Cook slowly 30 minutes (lid on) in 
3 tablespoons butter 
or fortified 
margarine 
Stir in 1 tablespoon 
enriched flour 
4 cups whole milk 
Add to onions. Simmer gently 15 
minutes (lid on). Season with 
1% teaspoons salt 
\4 teaspoon pepper 
4 egg yolks in 
1 pint cream 


Add a little of hot soup to cream- 
egg mixture. Then stir into soup 
kettle. Cook 5 minutes. Serves 6. 


The onion soup tastes even more 
delicious when eaten with Garlic 
Bread.

Salad? We prefer the traditional 
creamy cabbage salad like Grand- 
ma used to make. 

A dessert that completes the 
meal on the same superior note of 
its main course is Spicy Apple 
Pudding: Slice 4 large apples 
very thin. (Makes about 4 cups.) 
Place slices in greased, shallow, 
8-inch baking dish. Blend 1 cup 
enriched flour, 1 cup brown sugar, 
1 teaspoon baking powder, 1 tea- 
spoon cinnamon, % teaspoon nut- 
meg, 1 tablespoon grated orange 
peel, and )% teaspoon salt with 1 
beaten egg and 4 cup water. 
Spread over apple slices. Sprinkle 
2 to 3 tablespoons brown sugar on 
top; dot with 1 tablespoon butter. 
Bake in moderate oven (350°) 40 
minutes or until apples are tender 
and lightly browned. Serves 6. 
Good with cream.

Borsch is ideal for an evening 
when there’s a snowfall or the 
dreary drizzle of rain.

We once had a 
Russian cook who had one great 
virtue; she made noble and inspir- 
ing Borsch.

Q. When and how should napkin be unfolded and 
placed in lap? 

A. Hostess unfolds napkin first. Napkin is not 
spread out or waved above the table. Unfold it 
halfway, below the edge of the table. 


Q. How should a hostess ask a guest to pass rolls, 
marmalade, or relishes? 

A. She should say, “‘Help yourself to the mar- 
malade and pass it, please.’ Unless she suggests 
that he help himself first, the guest will not feel 
free to take his helping until the dish has been 
passed completely around the table. 


Q. Should children be corrected in their tahie man- 
ners before guests? 

A. No. The campaign for good table manners 
is best waged when there are no guests. 


Q. Js it permissible to place your elbows on the table? 

A. Between courses it may be done while 
conversing. While eating, it is best to keep elbows 
off the table. 


Q. Who is supposed to keep the conversation going, 
host or hostess? 

A. While host is serving, the hostess should 
hold guests’ attention if they are not conversing 
among themselves. Otherwise it is the host’s 
duty to keep the conversation rolling. 


Q. Who should see to it that guests are kept served? 
A. The host should watch guests’ plates and 
offer an additional serving. 


Q. For the dessert course is it necessary to have both 
a spoon and fork? 

A. To make sure that your guests are equipped 
with the silver most convenient for them, it is 
best to serve both a dessert fork and spoon. 
Usually both are put to good use. The dessert 
fork is essential for pie, meringues, cake with 
soft frosting, brick ice cream, and puddings. The 
dessert spoon is convenient for finishing the 
sauces on these desserts, also for gelatines, soft 
custards, and sherbets. 


Q. Who makes the first move to leave the table? 
A. The hostess rises saying, “Shall we go into 
the living room?”

Tie with a double knot at 
the top before removing yarn from cardboard. Tie again 
2 134 inches from the top for the head, and arrange in a 
point at top by slightly loosening the four center strands 
of yarn. 

For arms, wrap four-ply yarn around 3%4-inch card- 
board 30 times. Place this bundle of yarn between back 
and front sections and pull up close to the neck. Tie just 
below arms for waistline. Cut loops at ends of arms, tie 
14 inch from end, and trim ends. 

Now cut loops of yarn at the bottom. Divide into two 
equal parts for legs, and tie 34 inch from bottom. Trim.

For many years, big office build- 
ings and factories have been built on 
a framework. The framework, of 
steel columns and beams, provides 
strength. Outside walls are hung like 
a curtain over this frame. 

, Now this method of building is 
being used for homes. Into a skeleton 
frame of wood posts and beams are 
fitted laminated panels. These panels 
are faced on each side with thin as- 
bestos cement, over a core of pressed 
sugar-cane fibers. Panels are made 
under the trade name of ‘“‘Cemesto.”’ 

This construction gives an exterior 
wall only 11% inches thick, and parti- 
tions only 1 inch thick. Yet outside 
walls have the durability and insulat- 
ing value of a regular 10-inch wall. 

Tests indicate this method of build- 
ing reduces costs by one-third, con- 
struction time by two-thirds. 

For peacetime use, homes have been 
developed with 8 exterior variations 
and 15 different room arrangements. 
The framework is designed to take 
panels 4 feet wide and 4, 8, or 12 
feet long. Once panels are in place, 
walls are ready for decorating. 

This material may not meet the re- 
quirements of building codes in some 
communities, but it is the type of ma- 
terial making many codes obsolete.

PAINTS: For painted surfaces, there are liquid and powder 
cleaners that remove soil without scrubbing. For porcelain 
and enamel fixtures, there are the old stand-by cleansing pow- 
ders that remove grease and dirt; there is houshold bleach to 
remove stains; and there are special polishes to add luster. For 
greasy ovens or utensils, anti-grease products come to the 


rescue. 





To remove dirt, grease, smoke, 
or smudge from painted walls and 
woodwork with one wiping, there 
are new products available. They 
are: (1) liquids with which you 
dampen a towel and wipe away; 
(2) a powder to mix with warm 
water. You dunk towel into mix- 
ture and then wipe away. 


To clean sinks and other porce- 
lain and enamel fixtures, the well- 
known cleansing powders remain 
a boon to every homemaker. 


To add luster to sinks and to 
porcelain and enamel fixtures, 
you can use cleansing powders and 
then apply enamel and porcelain 
polishes. You pour polish onto 
clean cloth and apply to surfaces 
to be shined. When almost dry, 
rub polish off with soft dry choth. 
The polish is useful to bring old 
equipment up to the same high 
gloss that new equipment has. 
Same polish works on tile walls. 
Note: Some of the polishes can be 
used by themselves, to clean and 
polish in one operation. 


To get grease off most anything, 
there are anti-grease products now 
in stores. For broiler pans, frying 
pans, baking dishes, or enamel- 


ware, you place in vessel, fill up 
with hot water, let stand 5 minutes, 
and then wash out with cloth or 
dish mop. For the oven, you apply 
liberally to all greasy surfaces, let 
stand 5 minutes, then rub off with 
a clean, dry cloth and rinse. 


To get stains off enamel or porce- 
lain, use your old stand-by house- 
hold bleach. Besidesremoving spots, 
it disinfects and whitens. Dilute and 
use as directions on bottle suggest. 


Venetian-blind cleaners take film 
off and restore luster to slats in 
the blinds. You apply with a soft, 
clean cloth, wiping the surface 
lightly, and being careful not to 
stain tape. (If you do stain tape, 
there is a fabric cleaner to take 
care of that, too.) Slick substitute 
for a cloth is a Venetian-blind- 
cleaner applicator. Two rubber 
sponges are anchored to a spring 
tension handle. Dip sponges into 
cleaning solution or soapy water. 
Sandwich slat of blind snugly be- 
tween sponges by squeezing 
handle. Pull along slat from left to 
right. Both sides of slat are cleaned 
in one sweep. Wax may be applied 
in the same way. To dust Venetian 
blinds, there are soft, three-fingered 
wool dusters, silky-bristled brushes. 








WINDOWS: There are prepared cleaners that brighten 





windows, mirrors, or glass, and that make it sufficient to go 
over glass once or twice instead of three or four times. There 
are scratchproof cleansing powders that can be used for win- 
dow cleaning. There is a glass wax, a new thing that leaves a 
transparent film on windows. There are chemically treated 
cloths for washing and polishing. 








Prepared cleaners: Dust window, 
mirror, or glass before cleaning. 
Apply cleaner using sprayer or 
cloth, covering entire surface to 
be cleaned. Polish immediately 
with clean cloth. Rub until sur- 
face is completely dry. As always, 
check directions on brand you use. 


Scratchproof cleansing powders may 
be sprinkled onto wet cloth and 
applied to windows or mirrors. 
When dry, wipe off with dry, 
clean cloth. 
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dry house-clean 


Glass wax is a liquid that produces 
an invisible, protective film that 
resists dirt, fingerprints, and water- 
marks. You cover the surface com- 
pletely with a light coat of the wax, 
using a Clean, soft cloth but no 
water. When wax is dry, you wipe 
it off with soft, dry cloth. 





Chemically treated cloths: You wet 
cloth thoroly and wipe windows— 
several times if badly soiled. If 
visible film remains after use of 
chemically treated cloth, wash

window with water and dry with 
cloth or paper towel. Invisible film 
will remain to keep down fogging 
and smudging. 


One gadget may make your win- 
dow cleaning easier. It has an 
aluminum handle. You fill handle 
with water and ammonia. From 
handle, water wets a wick that you 
run across window. Then you dry 
with squeegee attached to gadget. 
The whole process keeps your 
hands dry. 





RUGS AND UPHOLSTERY: ‘there are three kinds of 


cleaners for rugs and upholstery: dry suds, foam cleaners, and - 
dry cleaners. The kind of fabric you are cleaning will suggest 
what cleaner to use. However, when you are considering a new 
cleaner, the best thing to do is to try it on an inconspicuous 


corner of the upholstery or rug. This will show how cleaner 


will affect nap or finish and color of fabric. For new or less- 


soiled rugs there is a powder that you shake on, brush in, and 


vacuum off. For heavily soiled rugs, a regular commercial 


cleaning by a reliable rug cleaner is often your best bet. 





Foam cleaners: First sweep, brush, 
or vacuum the rug or the uphol- 
stered piece of furniture to remove 
loose dirt and dust. Next pour small 
amount of foam cleaner into small 


bowl or other container. Work 
foam cleaner into foam by means 
of a sponge or soft brush. Then 
apply with circular strokes to rug 
or upholstered furniture. Finish 
by stroking fabric in one direction 
to lay down nap. It’s best to work 
on a small area at a time when 
using foam cleaner, overlapping 
each cleaned part as you go along 
until the piece is done. Allow to 
dry, or speed up drying by wiping 
cleaned part with a dry cloth. 


Dry suds: Make a soap jelly by 
dissolving 4% cup of shaved bar 
soap, package flake soap, or pow- 
der in 5 cups boiling water. Cool 
to semi-firm jelly. Dip as much as 
you need. Whip to a thick me- 
ringye-like lather with egg beater 
or electric mixer. Apply dry suds 
to color-fast upholstery with light 
circular motion. Apply to a small 
area at a time. Lift suds off with 
spatula. Pat upholstery with dry 
cloth. Keep unused soap jelly in 
refrigerator, covered. 


Dry cleaners: Effective for remov- 
ing greasy stains and soil. Some 
are dangerous near fire or flame; 
at least one is not. Read labels care- 
fully, After going over rug or up- 
holstery with vacuum cleaner or 
brush, apply dry cleaner with 
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sponge or brush. Clean a small 
section at a time. Usually you can 
rub in any direction. However, on 
fabrics having ribs or grooves, rub 
parallel with ribs or grooves. Oc- 
casionally rinse brush or sponge in 
cleaning liquid—not in water. 
When thru cleaning fabrics that 
have a nap, stroke nap in one direc- 
tion to straighten it. Then rinse 
sponge and use only after it dries. 


Powder: This is recommended 
by carpet people especially for new 
or lightly soiled rugs. When a new 
rug or carpet is laid, it is recom- 
mended that powder be applied to 
it before rug is used. For soiled 
rugs: First, you clean rug thoroly 
with vacuum cleaner. Get spots out 
of rugs with carbon tetrachloride. 
Second, you sprinkle on powder— 
enough to cover about 4 feet 
square, and enough so you can’t 
see pattern of rug. Third, you 
scrub in powder with dry bristle 
brush. You can scrub in powder in 
an area about 4 feet square before 
it dries out—that’s why you do 
only that much at once. Repeat 
sprinkling and scrubbing process 
until you have covered entire rug 
surface to be cleaned. Fourth, you 
let powder dry in rug and absorb 
dirt. Leave it in at least an hour, 
preferably overnight. You can 
walk on rug containing powder. 
Last, you go over rug several times 
with vacuum cleaner to remove 
powder. Empty vacuum bag often.

SPOTS: Spot and stain removers in 1948 are more efficient 
than ever, safer (some do not burn), and easier to use. Use as 
labels direct. This spring there are two new products—a rust 
remover and rust preventer—that you will find useful on metal 
furniture, shower curtain rods, plumbing fixtures, chipped 
enameled surfaces, and garden tools. And there are liquids to 
get rid of mildew and keep it from coming back. 


Simplicity of application is one 
characteristic of one spot remover 
with a brush top. This liquid pours 
thru pinhole in top of bottle to at- 
tached pad. To remove grease or 
oil spots, you place top of bottle 
over spot to be cleaned and let 
fluid flow onto it. Then you brush 
lightly until spot is gone. 


Spots and stains that used to re- 
quire special treatment are gotten 
out by one spot and stain remover 
—for example, stains caused by ice 
cream, fruit, chocolate, catsup, 
lipstick, gravy. Same spot remover 
also is useful on oil-base spots like 
grease, tar, carbon, salad oil. 


Fireproof spot remover removes 
grease and soil from fabrics. It can 
be poured on gasoline, oil, or tar 
fires and will extinguish them. 


Rust remover is a liquid that works 
by chemical action. You apply it 
liberally to rusted surfaces. Allow 


it to stand about 15 minutes. Then 
rub off rust briskly, rinse with 
water, and dry thoroly with cloth. 


Rust preventer is another liquid 
that works by chemical action. It is 
applied with a soft cloth to surfaces 
to be protected, and dries to form 
a colorless coating that will not 
wash off unless removed with a 
paint solvent or scrubbed with 
soap and water. 


To get rid of mildew and prevent 
its growing again, there are liquids 
that may be used in many places. 
Diluted liquids may be used on 
basement floors, refrigerators, dra- 
peries, shower curtains, clothes— - 
anything water will not harm, Un- 
diluted liquids may be used when 
applied sparingly with a cloth to 
leather goods or shoes. Also pour 
undiluted into garbage pails. 


To seal surfaces against moisture, 
mildew, and deterioration, there’s 
a water-repellent liquid on the 
market that saturates every fiber of 
the material treated and forms a 
protective armor. Spray, brush, or 
wipe on. Use it on floors—wood, 
linoleum, or concrete. Treat your 
brick fireplace with it. Wipe onto 
metal trims, woodwork, doors, and 
window frames. Use as furniture 
protector. Special protective solu- 
tions for textile and leather are made 
under the same brand name. Add 
extra wearing quality, prevent 
mildew, and make treated surface 
water-repellent. 





FURNITURE: Reconditioners, special-purpose waxes, pol- 
ishes that do several jobs in one application, and chemically 
treated cloths will help you in your 1948 cleanup. Products 
and methods you have used in former years remain valuable. 


To remove the mark left by a wet 
glass (or water and perfume 
blemishes, or heat rings), use a re- 
conditioner. One reconditioner is a 
paste you apply with a dry, rough- 
woven cloth. Wrap cloth around 
forefinger, dip into reconditioner, 
then rub one portion of the mar at 


a time. Another reconditioner is a 
liquid that removes most surface 
stains and rings, and polishes to 
a greaseless luster. 


Scratches may be hidden two ways: 
(1) By a polish that tints as it 
shines, and _ thereby conceals 
scratches easily and quickly. Many 
polishes will do this job. (2) By a 
furniture wax that comes in four 
colors of wood finishes—maple, 
walnut, mahogany, and neutral. 
The wax helps cover up scratches 
as it polishes. 


For table tops, there is a special 
kind of wax that gives a hard 
lustrous surface that resists stains, 
scratches, and finger marks. Apply 
with soft cloth. Polish. 


To remove old wax from furniture, 
something you should do before 
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dry house-clean 


putting on a new coat, use one of 
the commercially marketed liquids 
that dissolve away the old polish, 
wax, or film. These liquids will 
also remove the dust or grime that 
furniture accumulates. 


To clean, polish, and protect furni- 
ture or woodwork in one applica- 
tion, use one of the white liquid 
cream waxes or white liquid cream 
polishes. Read directions on bottle 
carefully. 


Leather chair seats or upholstery in 
your house? There’s a leather re- 
conditioner for you. Apply full 
strength in a thin uniform coating. 
It penetrates the leather to restore

flexibility,- prevent stiffness or 
cracking. Wipe briskly with clean 
cloth to remove surface dirt and 
obtain new-looking luster. 


To make your own chemically 
treated cloth or mop, you can use 
a liquid that is a good dust ab- 
sorber. You soak cloth in liquid, or 
sprinkle liquid on mop. Let cloth 
or mop dry thoroly, and you’re 
ready to dust. 


Chemically treated cloths, contain- 
ing polish right in the cloth so you 
do not have to carry along cans or 
bottles of polish, are available to 
dust and clean furniture, leather, 
silver, brass, or chrome. 





WALLPAPER: This year you can erase surface dirt or dust 


off grease spots, as follows: 


To remove surface dirt, the answer 
is any of several new cleaners that 
work like art gum erasers. You buy 


the cleaner, a dough-type, rubbery 
material, in a can. You take a 
handful, knead it until it is pliable, 





then draw it lightly over the wall- 
paper. Do not rub hard; that would 
push dirt into wallpaper. Work 
dirt to the center of the ball as you 
go. Same material also cleans flat 
paint, calcimined walls, some 
lamps, tapestry. 


To remove grease spots, the answer 
is a powder made of fuller’s earth 
and cleaning material. You make a 
paste of the powder, apply it to the 
spot, and let it stand overnight. 
Paste will absorb grease from 
paper, then dry out to powder that 
can be brushed off.

5) Two short wings projecting to the rear 
add privacy to the terrace. 

6) The central living room is easier to keep 
warm in winter and cool in summer, for it has 
only one outside wall. 

7) Most of the traffic in the house by-passes

the dining room at the sink. All 
meals end with the inevitable dish- 
washing. 

Thus, adequate work and storage 
space at the sink becomes nearly as 
important as that at the refrigerator. 


The range, however, is some- 
thing else again. It’s handy for sure 
to reach for canned foods from a 
range-side shelf, open the can with 
a can opener stored nearby, pour 
it into a pan from the base cabinet, 
and whip it onto the heat without 
an extra move in between. 


But if you must sacrifice anywhere, 
the range is the place where you can 
do it with the least sacrifice in over- 
all convenience. 


Ideally, for saving steps, the 
shorter the distance between your 
range, refrigerator, and sink, the 
better. But what if your kitchen 
refuses to let you group your ap- 
pliance units ideally, only the nec- 
essary cabinet distance apart? 

However many miles you may 
think you walk carrying the meal 
into the dining room and the 
dishes back again, the fact remains 
that most of the footwork occurs 
in the kitchen itself. 

To see their 84 meals thru, the 
researchers tallied 1,230 individ- 
ual trips from appliance unit to 
appliance unit, as against only 107 
to store the food in the first place, 
and 668 to clean up afterward. Of 
these 1,230 trips, over half were 
for the purpose of taking foods as- 
sembled near the refrigerator to 
the range for cooking. 

You'll still want to arrange your 
appliances as close to each other as

possible. But if you must discrim- 
inate, let these figures guide you. 


Keep your refrigerator and range 
only the necessary cabinet distance 
apart, no matter what happens to 
di stances elsewhere in the room. 


Ideally, too, kitchen doorways 
should be combined into one area. 

But doors are seldom easy to 
eliminate, or even to push around. 
So here again the researchers fall 
back on their trip tabulations. By 
actual count you make more trips 
thru the dining-room door during 
cleanup than you do to serve the 
meal. The sink is the area most 
frequently used during clean-up, 
the refrigerator next. 


Consequently, if you can’t have your 
dining-room door between the sink 
and the refrigerator units, try to ar- 
range your kitchen to bring the sink 
near the dining-room door. 


Failing that, it will still be use- 
ful to put the refrigerator unit as 
close to the dining-room door as 
possible. 

And what of the outside door? 
So far as over-all kitchen conven- 
ience goes, it is closely related only 
to one appliance, the sink. But effi- 
cient sink use is important. 


So.if you can’t place your sink near 
the outside door, at least provide a 
clear passage from sink to outside 
door.

to questions on 


What are the most important 
lights in the kitchen? 

Adequate central light in a fix- 
ture that diffuses the glow thruout 
the room: individual spot at sink; 
individual spot at range; light to 
cover counter jobs. In the kitchen 
on page 66, the friendly yellow of 
incandescent bulbs in the central 
fixture and over the range mingles 
kindly with fluorescent precision 
lighting over sink and counter, 
between them banishing all shad- 
ow and creating a pleasing all-over 
effect. 


Will I need new wiring and 
new outlets, if I add new lights? 

Yes. Kitchen electrical circuits, 
what with this device and that 
calling for current, are almost in- 
evitably overburdened as it is. To 
make additional lighting satisfac- 
tory and keep equipment well sup- 
plied for top efficiency, it is almost 
essential to bring in more current. 
And it is almost always the wiser 
course to call in a licensed electrical 
contractor. A professional job will 
eliminate those difficulties - that 
still, occasionally, come up, like 
a fluorescent fixture that hums, or 
quavers, or interferes with the 
radio. It will insure an installation 
that meets the national wiring code 
for safety. And it will put you in 
touch with the sources handling 
the newest, most satisfactory fix- 


tures, 


Should I go all out for fluores- 
cent lighting in my kitchen? 

No not necessarily. Fluorescent 
lighting is, of course, big news in 
home lighting. But the familiar in- 
candescent bulb is still very much 
on the job, These are things you 
will want to consider when making 
your choice: 


Expense. Fluorescent lighting is 
ore expensive to install than in- 
indescent bulb lighting. It is true 

‘(hat permanent fluorescent fixtures 

iay be wired to your present wir- 
ig, while portable fixtures may 
plug into an ordinary house outlet. 
ut existing sockets will not accom- 
inodate fluorescent tubes, and the 
ixtures that do accommodate 
them, because they must house 
mechanisms not necessary to. the 
ncandescent bulb, are more costly 
in themselves, more bulky, and 
requently require more to-do than 
the ordinary bulb socket. 
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kitchen lighting 


Convenience. Even tho the long- 
heralded instant-starting fluores- 
cent tube can now be had, it is more 
expensive. So, if you depend entire- 
ly on fluorescent lighting, you will 
probably adjust yourself to that 
brief pause before the tube goes 
into action. No great handicap, of 
course, but one reason to consider 
combining fluorescent with incan- 
descent. 


Color. Fluorescent light is white 
light, lacking some of the red and 
yellow rays that give the incandes- 
cent bulb its warm, homey yellow- 
ness. Among the many fluorescent 
colors, experts recommend 3,500- 
degree yellow-white, the nearest to 
incandescent color practical for 
home use, or 4,500-degree white, an 
indoor approximation of outdoor 
light. Both still tend to glamorize 
colors like green, blue, or yellow, 
which have an affinity for blue, but 
to distort rose, brown, and other 
colors which have less affinity for 
it. You may or may not get used to 
the new effects fluorescent creates 
in food colors. You may wish to 
subject any new room color scheme 
to fluorescent light (borrow some- 
body’s plug-in fluorescent lamp), 
and decide whether or not you 
like the results. 


Why, then, should I consider 
fluorescent at all? °- 


Experts recommend fluorescent 
light in the home for spots where 
there is a need for exceptional visi- 
bility over prolonged periods of 
time. For those areas they recom- 
mend it highly. When fluorescent 
tubes are not too frequently 
snapped on and off, they do out- 
last incandescent bulbs. Because 
the fluorescent tube provides a 
much greater area of light-produc- 
ing surface than an incandescent 
bulb, it actually is less glaring and 
does give you more light per 
penny’s worth of current. Gener- 
ating fewer infrared rays, it really 
produces only one-quarter as much 
heat per unit of light, a distinct 
benefit in close-quarter installa- 
tion, and all-over kitchen comfort. 
And fluorescent light, properly in- 
stalled and shielded, is definitely 
one of the most satisfactory preci- 
sion lights for close work known. 


What about lumiline? 


The incandescent tube known as

in the experimental stage, very 
popular. In shape, it offers the 
same advantages as fluorescent. It 
is as simple to install, and gives a 
most pleasing light. If you hear 
more about fluorescent than you 
do about lumiline these days, it’s 
because fluorescent, as it has now 
been developed, gives you more 
and better light for the same 
amount of current. 


How can I figure how much 
light my kitchen needs? 

Let your electrical contractor 
give you your exact requirements. 
Or get a copy of the Illuminating 
Engineering Society’s Recommended 
Practice of Home Lighting. (Write 
to I.E.S., 51 Madison Avenue, New 
York.) 

It is always better, when install- 
ing any new lighting fixture, to 
overlight than to underlight. A low- 
watt incandescent bulb, it is true, 
can be later replaced in the same 
socket with a higher-watt bulb, 


Teo help you light your kitchen 


altho not necessarily without ul- 
timate damagé to the ceiling, the 
fixture, and the wiring. No such 
exchange is ever possible with the 
fluorescent tube, whose capacity is 
determined by its length and diam- 
eter, so that a fixture built for a 
low-watt tube will not accommo- 
date a higher-watt tube. In an av- 
erage kitchen two 40-watt fluores- 
cent tubes are minimum for central 
lighting, or a 150-watt incandes- 
cent bulb. Remember also that 
one large incandescent bulb will 
give more units of light than several 
smaller ones, even tho their com- 
bined wattage adds up the same. 


Must I shield my lights? 


An unshielded incandescent bulb 
is wasteful as well as unpleasant, 
because it scatters its rays indis- 
criminately. An unshielded fluo- 
rescent tube may be satisfactory if 
it is above or below eye level, or if 
it is used under a cabinet which 
acts as‘a shield.

digest strained meats for the very young baby 


S, JMETHING new is being added to Baby’s 
diet. This something new is meat. 

At last, even the very young infant is going to 
get a diet that’s really balanced. It has been a 
long time, of course, since babies were expected 
to thrive on milk alone. Cod liver oil, orange 
juice, cereals, and vegetables have been added, 
one by one. Now nutritionists have added meat, 
and authorities hail it as a big step forward. 

Doctors have long recommended meat for the 
child nearing 1 year. From the sixth month on, 
the child has been getting beef or liver broth, to 
supply some of the vitamins and minerals con- 
tained in meat. 

But the big difficulty has been in preparing 
both the broths and meat for Baby’s use. Moth- 
ers spent endless hours trying to press an ounce or 
two of beef or liver juice from a piece of lightly 
grilled meat. 

Another method was to put a good-sized 
piece of lean beef or liver in a. tightly capped 


jar, place the jar in a pan containing a small

amount of water, and steam the jar for an hour 
or two. 

The amount of juice collected by either meth- 
od was small, and both processes were expensive. 
And after the juice was extracted, the meat was 
not much to set before an adult, so it was often 
thrown away. 

Preparation of scraped or chopped meats, 
when the child was old enough for them, was 
also expensive and time-consuming. As a result, 
a lot of babies did not get meat, even when it 
was recommended. 

Now, new processing methods have made meats 
easily available for babies. Moreover, the meth- 
ods produce a soft, smooth food which can be 
fed at as early an age as’any semisolid prepara- 
tion. 

Because the new process breaks the meat into 
tiny particles, it has the great advantage over 
meat juices or broths of retaining all the protein, 
mineral, and vitamin values of whole meat.

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Not sick or naughty —just allergic

Ir YOUR child seems to catch 
one cold after another, or if he fre- 
quently develops a little hacking 
cough and has difficulty breathing, 
the chances are it has nothing to 
do with Grandma Jones’ weak 
lungs. Or, if he is quarrelsome and 
irritable, don’t assume an outcrop- 
ping of Uncle Ned’s mean disposi- 
tion. If he is continually dull and 
listless and has a tough time at 
school, don’t take it for granted 
that he is stupid and can’t learn. 

Any or all of these conditions 
may be due to an allergy. 

The ever-increasing study of al- 
lergies has shown how many differ- 
ent types of reactions there may be. 

Allergies may show up in red, 
swollen, watering eyes; a running 
nose; blocked nasal passages; 
sneezing; a strangulated feeling. 
Headaches, spasmodic coughing, 
hives, rash, gas pains in the abdo- 
men, vomiting, and diarrhea, are 
more of the symptoms which can 
be caused by an allergy. 

The allergic child may be fa- 
tigued, cross, depressed. On the 
other hand, he may be abnormally 
restless and jittery. He may devel- 
op behavior problems and have a 
poor school record. 

Doctors are still trying to find 
out what takes place within the 
body to produce such allergic re- 
actions. But in many cases doctors 
have determined beyond a doubt 
the substance to which a particular 
patient reacts. 


One difficulty is that too often 
neither the victim nor anyone in 
his family even suspects an allergy. 
The symptoms of asthma, hay fe- 
ver, or hives are generally recog- 
nized and most of us have been 
educated to attribute them to some 
irritating dust, pollen, or food. But 
in the case of a child with frequent 
“common colds,”’ or one who com- 
plains of headaches, or one who is 
irritable or listless, an allergy is 
seldom thought of. 

An allergy should be suspected. 
Tests*may be able to show what 
allergy is causing the trouble. If it 
is a food, it can be avoided, altho 
great care is required on the part of 
the parents and the child to elimi- 
nate completely the substance pro- 
ducing the reaction. 

For example, if a child is found 
to have a wheat sensitivity, he may 
not eat any wheat breads, crackers 
(except a type made without wheat 
flour), or even corn or rye bread 
unless made at home without wheat 
flour. No malted drinks, no soups 


Farfetched to blame misbehavior on diet, 


or chronic sniffles on house dust? Many 


cases of allergy react in just those ways 


—except those prepared at home 
without wheat, or unless the com- 
mercial product contains none. No 
breaded foods or bread stuffing, 
unless the mixture contains no 
wheat. No dry or cooked cereals 
made from or containing wheat, 
farina or bran. No cakes, cookies, cus- 
tards (unless thickened with eggs 
or cornstarch), doughnuts, dumplings, 
puddings, pie, pastries, and ice cream 
cones! Flour-thickened gravies are 
out, as are sausages which may 
contain wheat as a filler. And, of 
course, no white sauce made with 
wheat flour. 


~ 
Sucu astrict diet takes diligence, 
but it will make the wheat-sensitive 
child look, feel, and act like a dif- 
ferent person. 

If an allergic youngster is sensi- 
tive to corn, foods containing corn 
must be removed. One child is re- 
ported to have had a recurrence of 
allergic symptoms after eating ice 
cream and commercially-canned 
fruits which contained corn sugar. 
Even his candy and chewing gum 
had to be checked to be sure they 
contained no corn products. 

The allergic child and his 
parents must learn to examine 
labels, or ask questions about the 
ingredients of an unfamiliar food, 

Life becomes even more com- 
plicated when a youngster is sen- 
sitive to several different substances. 
One child was found to be allergic 
to house dust, to certain fungus 
molds, and to corn and wheat! He 
required continued treatment to 
decrease his sensitivity to the dust 
and molds, had to avoid dust so far 
as possible, eliminate corn com- 
pletely from his diet, and wheat 
for a certain period. Then it was 
discovered that he could eat wheat 
at intervals several days apart. His 
wheat sensitivity finally decreased 
to where he could eat it once a day. 

Another child was allergic to 
ragweed pollen, house dust, cat 
dander, wheat, and corn. He was 
treated for the pollen and dust 
sensitivities, the cat was banished, 
wheat and corn were eliminated 
from his diet. He made a dramatic 
recovery. According to his teacher, 
he made “one of the most startling 
improvements in his schoolwork 
that I have ever observed.” Several 
times, however, he backslid and 
ate a food containing corn. 
Each time his symptoms returned. 
Needless to say, the effect of these 
lapses impressed his family with the 
importance of watching his diet. 

The two cases I mention were re- 


ported by Dr. Theron G. Ran- 
dolph of Chicago in The Journal of 
Pediatrics for November, 1947. 

Because allergic disease is largely 
hereditary, some doctors have won- 
dered whether nervousness, lack of 
attention, irritability, and fatigue 
might not be due to household ten- 
sions, particularly if the parents 
themselves are also allergic. But, 
as Doctor Randolph points out, 
such behavior can scarcely be con- 
sidered the result of a mental con- 
dition when it can be controlled by 
eliminating a certain food and can 
be intentionally or accidentally in- 
duced again by the same food. 

This is not to say that every be- 
havior problem can be traced to 
an allergy, or that physical symp- 
toms such as have been described 
can always be blamed on a sensi- 
tivity. The puzzling behavior may 
be a psychological problem and 
should be treated as such. Your 
doctor will determine what is caus- 
ing physical symptoms. 


Bur the important thing is to get 
these miserable Johnnies and Jills 
to a doctor, so that he can make 
thoro tests to find the cause of their 
troubles. No condition, physical or 
mental, that occurs repeatedly, 
should be considered something 
that Johnnie just has which can’t 
be helped. 

If Johnnie can’t seem to go out- 
doors without getting a runny nose, 
the sniffles, or “that cough,” may- 
be it’s the cat down the street, not 
the fresh air, that’s bothering him. 

And you may be surprised at the 
bright, happy girl who’s hidden in- 
side your listless, tired, little Jill, 
who’s always cranky and so hard to 
live with. It may be wheat, corn, 
milk, eggs, potatoes, orange, or 
some other regularly eaten food 
that’s the culprit. 

There’s no sure cure for an al- 
lergy. No doctor will tell you there 
is. But the thing that’s causing the 
trouble can be determined and 
eliminated so far as possible. If it 
is difficult to avoid the offending 
substance, treatment can be given 
to decrease sensitivity to it. And 
perhaps, in time, sensitivity can be 
lowered to the point where the al- 
lergy can be tolerated fairly well. 

Allergic sensitivity is slow in 
building up. That’s why reactions 
may develop a long time after the 
first taste of, or contact with, the 
troublemaker. Treatment takes 
time, too. But the gain in physical 
relief and mental ease is well worth 
patient efforts.

Hap Georgie Reims* lived in 
the Middle Ages, he would have 
been considered bewitched. He 
might have burned at the stake or 
had a red-hot poker driven into his 
skull to let out the evil spirits. As late 
as the eighteenth century he would 
have been spat upon and shunned. 

Georgie Reims suffers from epi- 
lepsy, a disease that afflicts one of 
every 200 persons in the United 
States. And, today, in the age of 
the split atom, Georgie and thou- 
sands of other children are pun- 
ished in a medieval way for being 
epileptics. 

Many of them, for instance, are 
barred from the public schools. In 
all his 9 years Georgie has attended 
school less than one month. No 
teacher will take him in her class. 


Even the alderman in his ward 
(Georgie lives in Chicago) can’t 
make a place for him in the school 
system. Georgie’s mother is too 
poor to afford a tutor, so his 7- 
year-old brother Raymond has 
taught him his ABC’s. 

Georgie is the victim of the 
disease in a form that is neither 
very painful, nor at all contagious, 
nor especially physically harmful. 
He is a part-time-handicapped per- 
son. His handicap lasts about five 
to eight minutes once or twice a 
month when he has an epileptic 
seizure. Then he foams at the 
mouth slightly and faints, but is 
normal again in less than 10 min- 
utes. That is the extent of his illness 
physically.

Exploding the myths 


The causes of epilepsy are a complete mystery.” 


False. The cause is, in most cases, as well known as that of 
diabetes, sick headaches, or heart disease. Epilepsy has its 
cause in the peculiar chemistry of certain cells in the 
brain. Often the brain has been injured in birth or later in 


** Mental slowdown or breakup is inevitable.” 


False. Most epileptics are, and remain, mentally normal. 
There is no more insanity among this majority group of 
epileptics than in a cross section of the general population. 


Nonsense. All that can be inherited is the predisposition 
toward epilepsy. A predisposition does not mean that 
children of an epileptic parent necessarily get the disease, 
altho their chances are higher statistically. When two non- 
epileptic parents have children, the chances are 1 in 200 
that their youngsters will have epilepsy. In the cases of one 
nonepileptic and one epileptic parent, it’s 1 in 40; with 
two epileptic parents, the chances are much greater.

Being barred from school 
while his playmates are accepted 
means that Georgie will grow up in 
a mental concentration camp of 
loneliness with the feeling that he 
is not wanted by society. In this 
bitterness may be the makings of a 
criminal career. 

Says Ben H. Gray, national 
director of the American Epilepsy 
League: 

“Tf this kid goes on being denied 
an education and _ isolated from 
children of his own age, he may be- 
come a juvenile delinquent, and 
eventually a candidate for one of 
our penitentiaries. Epilepsy itself 
would not be at fault; the stigma 
would be to blame.” 

That’s the story of thousands of 
children. Their sufferings from the 
disease itself are mild, compared 
to cancer, arthritis, or many other 
ailments. Their chief suffering is 
from the social stigma of being 
epileptic. This stigma is a hangover 
from ancient times, and it is a 
direct descendant of belief in 
witches. It haunts the daily lives of 
most of America’s 600,000 to 
800,000 epileptics. 

Dr. Frederic A. Gibbs, professor 
of psychiatry at the University of 
Illinois and one of the nation’s 
authorities on the disease, describes 
epilepsy as “‘an explosion of brain 
activity” that sends out all sorts of 
chaotic and meaningless nerve im- 
pulses interfering momentarily with 
the functions of the body and 
limbs and causing the suflerer to 
lose consciousness. 

The form of epileptic seizure 
with the most frequent manifesta- 
tions is petit mal, but is the most 
often overlooked. Sometimes it 


shows only in the flicker of the eye- 
lids. Many times the sufferer does 
not know he has epilepsy, but the 
electro-encephalograph has proved 
useful in detecting even the mild- 
est form and permitting treatment 
to begin. The petit mal victim may 
feel a slight tremor from time to 
time, or undergo an extremely 
brief lapse of consciousness. He 
rarely falls, altho he may drop an 
object held in his hands. 

Grand mal, on the other hand, is 
an out-and-out convulsion. It is 
distressing to see. The arms and 
legs jerk as tho from St. Vitus 
dance. The victim turns pale or 
blue and seems to be dying (which 
he isn’t). In most cases he falls to 
the ground and writhes. The sei- 
zure is usually over within five 
minutes or so, and may be followed 
by a period of sleepiness. 

Sometimes a victim of grand mal 
has been taken to the police station 
when mistaken for a drunk suffer- 
ing from an attack of delirium 
tremens. A great danger to a vic- 
tim of a grand mal seizure is from 
bystanders who insist on pouring a 
stimulant into his mouth or dous- 
ing him with water. Or they may 
thrust a pencil into his mouth to 
prevent him from biting his tongue, 
and in so doing break his teeth. 
The wisest treatment is to put the 
patient where he cannot injure 
himself and wait until the seizure 
ends. 

Psycho-motor seizures are the 
rarest and hardest to treat medi- 
cally. The patient becomes con- 
fused, and behaves as tho he were 
acting out a nightmare. In more 
severe psycho-motor attacks the vic- 
tim is in a befuddled state for hours 
and may perform many acts of 
which he has no recollection later.

Specialists have found that most 
seizures are likely to occur at night, 
during sleep, or when the sufferer 
is idle. Seizures are less frequent at 
school or at work. Medical science 
admits there is no sure cure for epi- 
lepsy as yet, but it has devised treat- 
ment that serves as a control of the 
disease, in much the same way that 
diabetes is controlled by the taking 
of insulin. 

In a paper delivered recently 
before the Chicago Medical Soci- 
ety, Doctor Gibbs discussed the 
power of the stigma as well as the 
progress medicine has made against 
epilepsy.

Toe general public,” he said, 
“thas little appreciation of the prob- 
lem and is still laboring under 
various delusions about this dis- 
order, as, for example, that epi- 
lepsy cannot be treated, is generally 
hopeless and goes into insanity. 

“Because of the lack of under- 
standing on the part of teachers, 
many children who have epileptic 
seizures are excluded from school. 
If they had the same symptoms as 
the result of heart trouble or some 
other condition which is considered 
socially more acceptable than epi- 
lepsy, they would in many in- 
stances have been allowed to con- 
tinue their schooling.” 

The man who is looked upon as 
the world’s greatest authority on 
epilepsy is Dr. William G. Lennox, 
assistant professor of neurology at 
the Harvard University Medical 
School. He is the founder of the 
American Epilepsy League, which 
leads the fight in America against 
the stigma. Doctor Lennox looks 
upon the battle as a two-front war, 
one front against the disease itself, 
the other against the stigma. His 
book, Science and Seizures (Harper 
& Bros.) is circulated free to mem- 
bers of the League as a part of its 
work in breaking down the preju- 
dice. Says Doctor Lennox:

SHouLp society bother to edu- 
cate epileptic children? Isn’t it bad 
for school children to witness the 
seizures of epileptic children? 
Aren’t teachers correct in keeping 
out epileptic pupils? To these ques- 
tions Doctor Lennox has this an- 
swer: 

“On the contrary, the complete 
isolation of young people from un- 
pleasant experience may contribute 
towards later neurosis. The pres- 
ence of a pupil who is courageously 
carrying on in spite of physical in- 
firmity should be a source of in- 
spiration to the other children.” 

Epilepsy in Greek means, simply, 
seizure. Thruout the ages it has 
had various other names. The 
Greeks called it “the sacred dis- 
ease.”’ They thought one of their 
gods brought on the seizures. In 
Rome it was “the Comitial dis- 
ease,” so called because of the 
Roman custom of shutting down 
the Comitia or assembly whenever 
one of the city’s councilmen had a 
convulsion. Martin Luther named 
it “‘the demon disease,”’ and, later, 
it was known as “the spitting dis- 
ease.” 

Probably the first doctor to 
make any sort of scientific approach 
to the problem was the Greek 
physician, Hippocrates. Twenty- 
three hundred years ago he pointed 
out that epilepsy was “no more 
mysterious or supernatural than 
recurrent chills of malaria.” But 
between his time and the present, 
progress against the disease was 
blacked out by superstition and

cillin, saved the lives of soldiers who 
otherwise would have died on the 
battlefield, but could not prevent 
brain damages. 

The fact that many of these serv- 
icemen became epileptics as a re- 
sult of fighting for their country, 
however, may make a difference in 
society’s attitude toward the dis- 
ease. World War II, specialists 
point out, erased much of the 
stigma of psychoneurosis. Perhaps 
schools, which under the G.I. Bill 
of Rights now take veterans wheth- 
er or not they have seizures, may 
in time drop the bars against non- 
veteran sufferers, too. 

What is needed now is not a 
miracle drug—science has already 
provided several for the treatment 
of epilepsy—but a psychological 
penicillin that will heal the still- 
festering stigma which causes a 
hundred times more suffering than 
epilepsy itself.

In your eyes, your home belongs to you and your 


family. But how safe is it in the eyes of the law?

State laws governing title to real estate vary 
considerably. In many states, for example, 
homes can’t be attached by the courts in pay- 
ment of any debt contracted after the home was 
purchased. So you should consult your lawyer 
before reaching a final decision. Regardless of 
your choice, you should both write wills, desig- 
nating how you want your property disposed of.

Ii distemper 


Distemper is bad—especially rough on young dogs from two months to a year 


By Russell K. Lowry 


Distemper time is here! This 
dread disease goes on its severest 
rampage in early spring—when 
thaws are heaviest, when mud and 
slush coat the earth, and chill, wet 
air pierces clear to our very mar- 
row. So a few timely observations 
and suggestions for the dog owner 
are in order—especially those who 
own young pups. 

Distemper is bad stuff. It’s re- 


ferred to often as the scourge of 


dogdom. It’s something like influ- 
enza in humans, tho its severity is 
usually greater. And its aftermaths 
often damage a dog’s digestive, 
nervous, urinary, or respiratory 
systems for life. Even blindness, 
deafness, ruination of teeth, or per- 
manent injury to coat may result. 
Distemper is a common, fre- 
quently fatal, disease of young 
dogs. It most often affects animals 
between the ages of 2 months and a 
year. Somewhere between the ages 
of 2 and 3 years, a dog seems to 
reach a point of immunity, tho 
cases in more mature animals have 
been observed. Distemper rarely 
strikes unweaned puppies. Cats, 
rabbits, guinea pigs, rats, and 
humans are immune. Ferrets and 
foxes are highly susceptible. 
Highly contagious, canine dis- 
temper is caused by a filtrable 
virus. It is characterized by 
catarrhal inflammation of all the 
mucous membranes of the body—

frequently accompanied by skin 
eruptions. Diagnosis in the early 
stages is often difficult, even for the 
expert—because symptoms usually 
resemble those of pneumonia, sore 
throat, or just a bad cold. And they 
can include any or all of a number 
of upsets such as fits, vomiting, re- 
jection of food, listlessness, intense 
depression, and a desire to seek an 
isolated or unusual spot to rest. 
Other early symptoms are rapid 
champing of the jaws and saliva- 
tion, and runny eyes and nose. The 
temperature rises quickly to be- 
tween 104 to 106 degrees and re- 
mains high all thru the acute stages 
of the primary attack.

Compared with its neighbors, it badly showed its age 


N. YT long after Margaret, our daughter Eleanor, and I 
came to Louisa, Kentucky, we bought the old Hatcher 
place. The house was built before the Civil War and hardly 
touched since that time. But it was a landmark. When Chief 


Justice Vinson was a boy, he used to play on the stone wall 


while waiting for his first teacher, Miss Maggie Hatcher, to 
take him to school. 

I drew up plans which Arbie Weaver, who did the con- 
crete and carpentry work, followed carefully. We tore down 
the sagging shed wing, dug a new basement, and called in 
mover Buck Moore to turn the house. By the time broad 
shingles had replaced narrow siding, and the sun porch and 
front porch had been added, the house looked 80 years 
younger. We copied the porch from Mt. Vernon and cut it 
down to proper scale. 

Much of the original house was waste space. A hall 7 feet 
wide ran the length of the house on both floors, leaving only 
three rooms downstairs and two above. Downstairs we 
turned one end of the hall! into a breakfast nook, and added 
a kitchen behind it. Upstairs the hallway is now a landing, 
bathroom, and two 3 by 8 closets.

“Wildflowers are used in gardens 
in the suburbs,” he says, “either 
intermingled with other flowers or 
occupving a corner by themselves, 
perhaps under an apple tree whose 
shade makes them feel at home.” 

Wildflowers must have shade. At 
his nursery in Putney, Vermont, 
Senator Aiken gives them shade. 
He grows wildflowers in long brush 
houses, made of locust poles 11 feet 
long and set 3 feet in the ground 
and 10 feet apart. Crosspieces are 
run from pole to pole, and brush is 
woven across the top in amounts 
depending on how much shade is 
desired. But the shade of an apple 
tree, elm, or locust is usually satis- 
factory for wildflowers. Pine and 
hemlocks will.do if an acid soil is 
desired. But not a sugar maple. Its 
roots will rob the plants of mois- 
ture. 


A IKEN isa stubby, square Scotch 
Irishman with a round head, gray 
hair, and a way of gazing apprais- 
ingly from behind his glasses and 
grinning warmly as he talks to you. 

Mild and unpretentious, he likes 
nothing better than to put on an 
old blue sweater and poke about 
his 20-acre nursery with a blade of 
grass in his mouth. Aiken has a dry 
way of putting things, as, for ex- 
ample, when he relates how he got 
started in the large-scale cultiva- 
tion of wildflowers. It seems that in 
1926 he was about to plow up some 
pastureland for his nursery when 
he noticed it was covered with 
trailing arbutus. “I transplanted 
700 plants,” he says, “and sold 
them for 75 cents each.” 

The trailing arbutus, once cele- 
brated in Whittier’s poem The 
Mayflowers, is a creeping plant of 
the heath family. It has woody 
stems and evergreen leaves. It 
grows wild in woods and mossy 
places from Maine to Florida. Its 
fragrant pink and white flowers ap- 
pear very early in the spring— 
sometimes before the snow is gone. 
Senator Aiken has advice for any- 
one wishing to raise the dainty, 
ground-carpeting flower. He ad- 
vises growing the plant from seed 
cuttings rather than transplant it 
from the wild. Even if you take 
up a 2- or 3-foot carpet you don’t 
get the roots. The stem of an 
arbutus, placed in half sand and 
half peatmoss, will take root. The 
seed should be sown in sand and 
acid leafmold, since arbutus re- 
quires very acid soil. You have to 
watch closely for the formation of 
the seed pods in June because the 
ants may walk off with them.

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is the beautiful fringed gentian 
(the poet Bryant wrote about this 
one). The fringed gentian is a true 
biennial, Senator Aiken says, tho 
there are those who call it an an- 
nual to the contrary. The seed 
should be gathered in September 
and October, and then sown in an 
alkaline humus. Both arbutus and 
gentian seed should be planted as 
soon as ripe. 


Wa EN asked his favorite flower, 
Aiken replies, “All of them.” It is 
apparent, however, that he is in 
love with the pink ladyslipper. This 
North American member of the 
orchid family is called ladyslipper 
because its flower looks like a slip- 
per. It is also called the moccasin 
flower, or Indian moccasin, partly 
because it was once worn in the 
hair of Indian maidens. Tempera- 
mental, the pink ladyslipper tends 
to languish when removed from its 
shaded bogs in the hardwood for- 
ests of the North. Aiken rates the 
pink ladyslipper as the most diffi- 
cult wildflower to tame. 

“The only sure way to propa- 
gate our ladyslippers successfully,” 
Aiken wrote in his book Pioneering 
With Wildflowers, “is by division. 
Most of them may be divided every 
two or three years and increase 
about as rapidly as peonies.” 


Tuts is assuming they grow, as 
they do for the Senator. He be- 
came acquainted with them for the 
first time in 1928 when he bought 
a cutover woodlot where they grew 
abundantly. He found fall or 
early spring the best time for trans- 
planting ladyslippers. They re- 
quire an acid soil. A mulch of pine 
needles is desirable to hold the 
moisture around them, but they 
need good drainage. Water should 
not be permitted to stand around 
them. Altho they are a bog flower, 
they grow naturally on hummocks, 
well out of water. They should not 
be planted too deeply, or their 
crowns will rot away, Aiken says. 

They are annuals and do not 
bloom until the third year after 
natural seeding (supposedly the 
seeds remain fertile for a day or so 
only). When moved to climates 
with long summer seasons (Ver- 
mont averages 120 days between 
frosts), the ladyslipper is likely to 
be short-lived. 


Boru in his book and in conver- 
sation, Aiken is an inexhaustible 
source of wildflower lore. Among 
the easiest wildflowers to cultivate, 
he will tell you, are the odd-shaped 
Dutchman’s-breeches, delicate, 
spring-flowering herbs of the pop- 
py family, which multiply with- 
out encouragement. Dutchman’s- 
breeches have white flowers tipped 
with yellow. 

Earliest of all wildflowers to 
bloom is the dwarf trillium, a 
woodland herb of the lily family. 
It has three leaves, which is where 
the name trillium comes from. The 
only wildflower that seems to thrive 
on transplanting during blossom- 
time (May) is the western shooting 
star, a form of the American cow- 
slip. “Every root you cut when 
digging around the plant with a 
trowel promptly grows another 
top,” Aiken explains. “It won’t do 
this at any other time of the year.”

THE ROOT-PROOF PIPE 
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The shooting star, of the primrose 
family, is well named because of 
its resemblance to a comet. There 
are 30 species of shooting stars al- 
together in the United States, and 
their colors range from white to 
purple. They are cultivated in 
many gardens. 


As A rule, the Senator says, wild- 
flowers will not do well indoors. 
One exception is the Virginia blue- 
bell (Mertensia); it can be easily 
forced to bloom in midwinter. One 
of the most insidious field flowers 
is the devil’s-paintbrush. People 
who don’t know it are tempted to 
plant it for its color. Its dark orange 
blossoms add color to fields and 
roadsides from June to September. 
But it spreads underground run- 
ners. By the time it has covered all 
available ground, its victims wish 
the devil would take it. 

Why grow wildflowers? Like all 
things close to nature, they teach 
you so much. About nature, Sena- 
tor Aiken says, “Everything is put 
together. There is conflict in na- 
ture, but there is harmony, too. 
You never see her make a clash in 
the color schemes of wildflowers 
growing together. You can’t help 
having religion. You step thru a 
gate at dusk, just as the sun has 
gone down, and suddenly stop, one 
foot raised. All at once you feel 
aware of the meaning of things, a 
feeling, ‘I’ve been here before.’ You 
reach out to grasp it—it’s gone.” 


You don’t know much about 
wildflowers? You shouldn’t wait 
till you do to start growing them, 
the Senator implies. Those Dutch- 
man’s-breeches he transplanted 
when he was 8 years old were in 
blossom. “‘I know now,” he has 
written, “that blossoming time is 
not the proper time to move Dutch- 
man’s-breeches, but Providence 
looks after those who know no bet- 
ter, and that clump lived in its new 
home for nearly 20 years before the 
suckers of the lilac finally obliter- 
ated it.’ Mistakes, he says, are in- 
evitable. There is little information 
available. You have to learn from 
wildflowers as you go along. The 
Senator’s attitude toward mistakes 
is characteristic of his personal 
philosophy as well as of his atti- 
tude toward growing wildflowers: 
“Failures may be more preva- 
lent than successes, but if in failing 
one finds the reason for the failure 
the work has been worthwhile.”

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How to sharpen a knife

It’s a good job for a dull afternoon, and will 


bring you a nod of thanks from the kitchen

step, we would put a new edge on 
the cutlery for the week to come. 

A long time later I learned that 
Dad’s sharpening technique was as 
wrong as his pride of accomplish- 
ment was great; he only succeeded 
in roughing up a “wire edge’’ com- 
prised of a million microscopic 


teeth. It sawed its way thru bread 
and meat and greenstuffs for two 
or three days. By then each tiny, 
brittle tooth had broken off, and 
the knife was dull as a butter 
spreader when Saturday afternoon 
rolled around again.

in no time. You’ll burn the steel 
blue and take out all the temper. 
After that the knife will never hold 
an edge. 

“Use a combination sharpening 
stone—one that’s coarse on one side 
and fine on the other. Wet it with 
water or kerosene or oil while you 
are sharpening a blade. That floats 
away steel and stone particles that 
otherwise would fill the pores and 
glaze the stone. 

“Sharpen coarse first. Hold the 
blade tilted, edge away, at maybe 
a 20-degree angle, and push firmly 
on the stroke away from you. Don’t 
push straight, but work the knife 
in a sort of spiral. That increases

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the grinding action, hones the whole 
length of the blade, and wears the 
stone evenly instead of hollowing 
it out. 

“‘Remember, push hard on the 
away stroke, but let up on the back 
stroke. If you pull back hard, you 
pull out a wire edge; but if you 
push hard and pull lightly, you roll 
the wire edge under and cut it off. 

‘“‘When you’ve honed out all the 
nicks with the coarse side of the 
stone, turn it over and repeat the 
same motions on the fine side. Use 
less pressure now, and keep de- 


creasing the pressure as the edge 
keens up toward the finish. Wet 
the fine side the same as you did 
the coarse side. 

“That ought to finish the job. 


SPIRAL THE HONING ACTION— 
HEAVY ON THE FORWARD STROKE 


Test it by pulling your thumbnail 
along the edge—ifit pulls smoothly, 
the whet is perfect; if you feel 
rough spots, hone again, lightly, 
until the roughness is gone. 

“Now, if you want a super-keen 
blade, strop it on a smooth piece of 
soft leather. Qnly this time, press 
as you pull away from the edge. 
That lines up all the microscopic 
teeth that even the most skilled 
honing can’t avoid, and leaves you 
with an edge that can split a hair.” 

If you. have costly cutlery and 
don’t go in too heavily for senti- 
ment, I[’d recommend the old 
Swede’s way.

How to solder 


By John W. Redick 


Like most other jobs around 
the house, soldering is easy 
if you know how and if you 


have the right equipment 


Mosr people get the idea that it 
requires some very special knowl- 
edge and training to solder. Visions 
come up of expensive equipment. 
As a matter of fact, any boy can 
solder, and a boy’s allowance of 
75 cents a week would cover the 
necessary equipment. 

All you need is a roll of core sol- 
der, a soldering iron, and a wire 
brush. Use the gas stove for heat. 

There is nothing to soldering, but 
be sure what you are trying to do 
can be done. Solder won’t work on 
brass, silver, gold, or copper ob- 
jects. They require “hard” solder. 
For ordinary work around the 
house—steel, iron, tin, copper wire, 
sheet metal—soft solder from a 
hardware store should be used. 

You can buy rolls of solder that 
have an ‘‘acid” core. You have to 
have that acid to make the solder 
stick. If you cannot buy acid-core 
solder, use regular bar solder. Put 
some small pieces of zinc in a small 
can of muriatic acid, and you have 
the necessary “flux,” the highbrow 
name for the acid. 

Now for the soldering iron. You 
can buy irons in all sizes. The iron 
is a pointed piece of copper on a 
stiff wire shaft with a wooden han- 
dle. Get one with a head not less 
than three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter. Get a bigger one if you 
want to, but you may have the feel- 
ing you’re trying to print the Lord’s 
Prayer on a pin. 

You are not quite ready to go to 
work. Unless the pieces you want 
to join are clean, you can’t do the 
job. With your wire brush, get the 
surfaces so bright they shine! 


Get your iron hot and again use 
the wire brush. The iron has to be 
clean, too. Then “‘tin your iron” — 
get some solder to stick on the end 
of it. This takes patience. Spread 
the flux on the surface to be sol- 
dered. Then put your clean pieces 
together, and apply the solder in 
the crease. Hold the end of that roll 
of solder up against the hot iron,

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run the iron along the joint, and 
the job is done. 





You will find situations when 
you can “‘sweat’’ two pieces to- 
gether. If excessive heat will not 
harm what you are working on, 
melt your solder on one piece and 
then apply the other piece on top 
of it. Put a very hot iron on the top 
piece and hold it there until the 
solder melts. It’s a lazy way of do- 
ing it, but very effective. 

Electric soldering irons are useful 
for many jobs, especially for elec- 
tric connections and getting into 
small corners. A solder with a rosin 
core is best for electrical work, be- 
cause the acid might eat thru in- 
sulation. 

You can do all ordinary solder- 
ing jobs with the equipment listed, 
but you should have a blow torch, 
for soldering and for many other 
uses. You can use it for removing 
old paint, bending iron, applying 
heat to loosen screws and nuts, and 
thawing out pipes, as well as solder- 
ing. A blow torch will probably 
cost you about 8 dollars. 





_If you can get it use white gas. 
Fill the tank about half full and 


pump up pressure—you don’t need 
much. Hold the palm of your hand 
over the mouth of the torch and 
release the valve slightly. That lets 
gas drip into the little reservoir un- 
der the burner. Get that reservoir 
lull and tighten your valve again. 
Light that gas in the reservoir with 
a match and let it burn itself out. 
Phat heats your burner. Then turn 
the valve very slightly and light the 
front of your torch. You will soon 
get a very hot, blue flame. It’s 
really hot; be careful of it. Torches 
are made with a special rack to 
hold your soldering iron.

Make-pos and = hand-me- 
downs and just plain comfortable 
chairs and sofas can be good-look- 
ing, too. All you need are several 
yards of material, a slipcover pat- 
tern, and a few hours at your sew- 
ing machine. 

Good material is the backbone of 
a good slipcover, so select your ma- 
terial with care. Remember that it 
must be washable or cleanable. 
The fabric should be firmly woven 
so that it will not pull out at the 
seams when fat Uncle Joe sits in 
the chair and so that it will keep 
grime from sifting thru into the 
chair. 

If you want to camouflage the 
size or shape of a chair, be sure to 


use dark materials to make it seem 
smaller or light colors to make it 
appear larger. Vertically striped 
covers will make furniture look 
taller and slimmer; horizontal 
stripes will make it look lower and 
wider. Contrasting trim on the 
arms or seat covers will give your 
sofa an informal hominess. 


Material: Slipcovers needn’t al- 
ways be bright and patterned. Suit 
them to your room and the piece of 
furniture you’re covering. If your 
room has a Jot of color and designs 
already, you'll find plain covers 
welcome relief. Little rooms call 
for small patterns and simple ma- 
terial; but large rooms need sizable 





How many yards of material do you need? 


Yardage given is for fabric without pile or huge pattern. If 
your material has a huge pattern, add three yards to permit 
proper placing of pattern. If you have a pile material, add two 
yards more than amount shown. Fifty-inch material often is 
stronger and heavier weigat than 36-inch fabric.

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design or fancier materials. When 
slipcovering several pieces in a 
room borrow the decorator’s idea 
and choose three materials—plain, 
stripe, and floral—in the same 
colors. Contrast shiny, dull, and 
rough textures for variety. Ornate 
pieces of furniture should have rich 
covers—brocades and satin stripes. 
Heavy pieces may require darker, 
more sedate materials. Early Amer- 
ican furnishings look best in print. 

In modern rooms use woven tex- 
tures. Experiment with stenciled 
linen in modern designs, vivid solid 
colors, bold stripes and rich plaids. 

In traditional rooms use such 
sleek fabrics as faille, sateen, Glo- 
sheen, chintz, or richly patterned 
linen-like cottons. Try linen, cre- 
tonne, and serge woven materials 
with printed designs adapted from 
old document prints. 

In provincial or Early American 
rooms use more casual materials, 
like toile de Jouy printed in jewel 
tones against natural or white 
grounds, or lovely document 
chintzes, or gay peasant prints with 
figures, flowers, and birds. Try 
bold stripes and plaids, printed or 
woven. Contrast vivid color with 
dull rough-woven materials. 

In the bedroom use any of the 
above mentioned materials or any 
firmly woven cotton—gingham, 
percale, piqué. Attractive effects 
can be gained by covering chairs 
with a tufted bedspread. 

In the boys’ rooms, try such up- 
holstery fabrics as velvet or cordu- 
roy. If the material has pile, you'll 
need several extra yards so you can 
turn the pattern when you lay it on 
the material. You’ll want the pile 
on the inside of the arms and the 
back to turn up and the pile on the 
seat to face toward the back of the 
chair. In this way the pile on the 
seat won’t flatten every time some- 
one sits down—in fact sitting will 
actually restore its freshness. 


Patterns: Have you tried pat- 
terns for slipcovers? They'll save 
you time and material—and offer 
you valuable help if you’re a begin- 
ner. Patterns are available in sew- 
ing shops and at slipcover-material 
counters for the usual chairs such 
as the Lawson, club, and wing 
chair with T-shaped or plain 
cushion, the open armchair, the 
boudoir chair, the armless up- 
holstered chair, and small occa- 
sional chairs. They are made for 
the club and Lawson sofa as well as 
for the Regency, Chippendale and 
Duncan Phyfe styles; for ottomans 
and tables; for dressing tables and 
stools. You can even buy a pattern 
that shows you how to cover the 
studio couch or make a flounced 
bedspread with dust ruffle. 


Trim: Slipcovers should have the 
right seam trim, too. Fringe, welt- 
ing or woven cording make the 
cover look professional; rickrack is 
suitable for bedroom furnishings. 
With heavy fabrics and tightly 
stitched seams you may prefer a 
rich rope cording, woven right onto 
the braid that fits inside the seam. 
New trimmings are texture and 
color conscious, so use them to 
match the cover or provide brilliant 
contrast. Whatever trim you use, 
measure the amount you'll need 
carefully.

along all the seams, and around 
both edges of the loose pillow. 

After the cover has been tacked 
together, the braid, fringe, cotton 
moss fringe or welting can be set 
along the line of pins as you baste. 
$e sure to use the cording foot on 
the sewing machine to keep the 
line of stitching close to the fullness 
of the cord. Tuck raw ends in- 
side the cover, tapering to a point 
so no raw edges show. 

3edroom slipcovers for easy 
chair, chaise longue or spreads 
can have the simple boxed seam if 
you prefer. There’s no need for 
dressy welting and trim—and plain 
finished covers are easier to remove 
and to wash. The boxed seam is 
like a French seam, with the raised 
ridge on the right side of the cover 
instead of inside. You can make 
your own weltings for the seam by 
cutting bias strips of matching or 
contrasting color, and _ stitching 
them around a cotton stuffing 
cord. If you use the usual quarter- 
inch cord, cut the bias strips about 
three inches wide . . . make them 
wider for fatter cord. Most ready- 
made welting is sanforized against 
shrinkage, and is very reasonable 
in price, so it may be simpler to 
buy welting than to shrink the 
cotton stuffing cord to match the 
pre-shrunk fabric. 


Fasteners: Chair or couch plack- 
ets (the slits closed by the fasteners) 
usually should be at the back or 
corner, whichever shows less when 
the furniture is in place. Many de- 
signers use two plackets on a huge 
couch, one at each side of the back. 
Others place a single placket in the 
center back of either couch or 
chair. But don’t add a separate 
placket if you have enough mate- 
rial on the side or back for a one 
and one-half inch turn-under— 
the less bulk, the less noticeable 
the closing. If there’s not enough 
material, make a continuous plack- 
et by adding a straight strip two 
inches wide and double the length 
of the opening. Turn under and 
stitch one edge; then seam to the 
edge of the side and back sections, 
folding crisply at the top of the 
opening. Sew strong snaps or hooks 
and eyes at even intervals on this 
strip. Make buttonholes on one 
side and sew matching buttons on 
the other. Plan to have big fab- 
ric-covered buttons if the closure 
will show, or embroider porthole 
eyelets and run lacing thru them. 

Slide fasteners are back again— 
and will help you make a taut 
cover. They now come in a wide 
variety of colors which match or 
contrast with the slipcover. New 
nylon fasteners are good-looking 
enough to be used at the sides or 
front of the chair if desired.

Hints for the

For Whiter Shirts" 


When you put away your best 
white shirts, wrap them in blue 
tissue or well-blued cloth. This 
keeps them from turning yellow. 


For Longer Wear 


Don’t wash new clothes before 
you put them away. They keep 
better with the dressing in them, 
even if they are mussed from han- 
dling. 


For Shinier Shoes 


Rub new shoes that don’t polish 
easily with the cut half of a lemon. 
When shoes have dried, polish as 
usual, finishing with a soft cloth. 


Movable Floor Protector 


Glue an ordinary paper plate to 
the bottom of a paint can. Instead 
of having to shift newspapers each 
time you move your paint, you 
take your drip protection with you. 


Stop That Rip 


To repair a torn cotton window 
shade, dip an extra piece of the 
same material into hot starch, 
place it neatly on top of the tear, 
and press with a hot iron. 


To Clean Umbrellas 


A shabby umbrella may be re- 
newed by brushing it with a solu- 
tion of 1 tablespoon of ammonia 
to a quart of warm water. 


To Clean Windows 


To 2 quarts water add 2 table- 
spoons of ammonia, 1 tablespoon 
of borax or kerosene, or 4% cup of 
alcohol. Never use soap; it leaves 
a streaky film. Addition of a little 
vinegar will give a brilliant polish. 

To Clean Very Dirty Windows 

Wipe grimy or greasy windows 
with a damp cloth. Then wipe 
again with a cloth dipped in de- 
natured alcohol, available at your 


drugstore. This method requires 
no polishing. 


To Make a Cleaning Cloth 


For cleaning windows without 
using water, dip a coarse linen 
cloth (or any lint-free cloth) into a 
semiliquid paste of benzine and 
powdered magnesia. Hang thecloth 
up until dry and free from odor. 
It can be used over and over, 
should be washed and redipped 


when soiled. 


To Clean Mirrors 


Mix a little powdered bluing or 
whiting in alcohol to form a thin 
paste. Smear this mixture on the 
mirror with a sponge, and before 
the alcohol evaporates, rub it off. 
Polish with a soft cloth.

1. There is no downstairs closet 
for coats. Readers in the Deep 
South are excused if they miss this 
one. All other readers should have 
seen this omission. 

2. The lavatory has no win- 
dow. This is contrary to building 
laws in some states, never a good 
idea. 

3. The entrance to the lavatory 
should be from the hallway, not 
the kitchen. In many eastern 
states you can’t get your plans ap- 
proved if they have this fault. 

4. There is no service entrance 
to the kitchen. 

5. The kitchenis badly planned. 
It’s so cut up with doors and jogs 
that you can’t work in cabinet or 
counter space. If you missed this 
one, try arranging sink, range, re- 
frigerator, and cupboards in this 
space. 

6. The kitchen and dining 
room are separated by the study. 
This means a long walk for the 
homemaker, and is a nuisance to 
anyone trying to study. 

7. There isn’t enough turning 
room into the garage, and you 
would have to back all the way out 
to the street. Minimum radius for 
driveway curves is 18 feet. 

8. The upper stair hall serves 
no useful purpose. The space could 
well be used for storage, addition”| 
closets, or a larger bedroom, No. 4. 

9. You have to go thru bed- 
room No. 2 to get into bedroom 
No. 3. Unless bedroom No. 3 is a 
child’s room, this is bad planning, 
and no child’s room needs to be 
12x14. 

10. Bedroom No. 2 has no closet 
space. 

11. A bathroom has to be at 
least 5 feet wide to function prop- 
erly. A bath 6x8 (almost the same 
area) would make a far better 
room. 

12. One bathroom on the second 
floor is hardly sufficient to serve 
four bedrooms. A divided bath- 
room would help, and the bath 
could be located above the kitchen 
to save on plumbing costs. 

13. The chimney from the down- 
stairs fireplaces doesn’t appear on 
the second floor plan. It would 
come up in the middle of the up- 
stairs h»ll. (If you missed this one, 
go to the foot of the class.) 

14. The whole plan is badly 
oriented. The garage should be on 
the north and the living areas on 
the south. By flipping the plan 
over, you can get a much better 
arrangement.

your bathroom he?

| plumbing fixtures and colorful accessories 
don’t make a good bathroom. It’s the efficient use of space 
that counts. 

You can’t have efficiency in a cubbyhole. Too often a 
bathroom is just that—a cubbyhole tucked into a plan 
where a few feet of waste space happened to appear. Unlike 
a kitchen, it should be as large as the budget and type of 
house permit. No bathroom was ever too large, and a room 
that’s used up to 20 times a day must be efficient. 


Where to put it—As a general rule, your bathroom should 
be placed where it’s most convenient. You can save on 
piping costs, tho, if you can place your bathroom directly 
above the kitchen or, in a one-story home, back to back 
with the kitchen. In this way one stack or soil pipe will 
serve two rooms. Remember, tho, that the wall which 
carries this pipe must be at least eight inches thick. 


How to plan it—Bathroomis require just as much thought as 
any other room, and there are certain rules to follow. Place 
nothing under windows except possibly your heating outlet. 
No plumbing fixture can be conveniently installed under a 
window, but a radiator or convector there will overcome 
drafts and keep the room warmer. A window over a tub is 
drafty for the bather, and is quite inconvenient when cur- 
tains have to be hung, windows washed or raised, storm 
windows and screens put up. | Turn to page 210

You will save money if you place all plumbing fixtures 
against one wall. This cuts to a minimum the amount of 
behind-the-wall piping, and simplifies installation. The 
poorest plan from a cost point of view has one fixture on 
each wall. Avoid also, if possible, having any fixtures against 
an outside wall where severe cold weather might freeze and 
break the pipes. ' 

The bathroom door should be 28 inches wide and should 
swing into the bathroom. The view thru the door should be 
of the lavatory or tub, never the toilet. A 24-inch door will 
do, but your guests will pass up the room, thinking it’s a 
closet. 

The minimum space between fixtures is 6 inches. And 
here are the most common sizes of fixtures:

room fixtures don’t need to have 
any relation to each other. You 
can have a bathroom with all 
necessary fixtures in a space 5 feet 
square, but for a family bathroom, 
a room 6 by 8 feet is about right. 
This gives you a little elbowroom, 
plus space in the room for storage 
of towels, washcloths, and_ bath- 
room accessories. Everything de- 
pends, of course, on the location of 
the window and the door, but no 
bathroom should be less than 5 
feet wide. 

Here are ideas to consider when 
you plan a bathroom: 


Twin lavateries—If yours is a 
large family, you can cut the time 
between the alarm clock’s ring and 
the first bite of breakfast by install- 
ing two washbasins side by side. 
Then two can wash or shave at the 
same time, 


The counter—A woman wouldn't 
cook in a kitchen without work 
space. Why should you men shave 
without space to put your shaving 
tools? Build a counter around your 
lavatory even with the top of it, 
and you avoid having to balance 
razor or brush on the narrow edge 
around the bowl. 


Dental lavatery—Health au- 
thorities argue that brushing teeth 
and washing hands in the same 
bowl isn’t sanitary. A miniature 
lavatory for brushing teeth avoids 


the problem, and allows more than 
one person to use the room at one 
time, 


The tab—In long, narrow rooms 
not wide enough for a rectangular 
tub, a square tub is ideal. Another 
possibility is the small recepto: 
tub, only about 31% feet long. 
These have a small seat built into 4 
corner, are ideal for a child’s bath 


The shower—If you'd = rather 
shower than bathe, you can save 
some space by eliminating the 
tub. With a corner shower cabi- 
net, for instance, you can have a 
complete room only 6 feet square. 


Spacesavers—You can save 
inches where inches count by re- 
cessing fixtures into walls as far as 
possible. This avoids a cramped 
feeling. Shelves over the toilet give 
storage space without cutting down 
floor space. Your chances of being 
burned are less when radiators are 
recessed under windows. 


Powder Rooms 


A powder room is nothing more 
than a first-floor bathroom without 
bathing facilities. It should have a 
toilet, a lavatory, and a dressing 
table. If the window is opposite the 
door, you can put everything in a 
space 5!4 feet wide and 5 feet 
deep. If the window is in a side 
wall, you can get everything in a 
space 5!% by 4 feet. 

You can get a toilet and lavatory 
in a space 24 feet wide and 514 
feet long, but in most homes a room 
this small is a waste of space. If it 
isn’t large enough to be conven- 
ient, it won’t be used. Guests feel 
more at ease if they have a mirror 
and dressing table where they can 
make a _ last-minute checkup. 
Mothers with small children need 
room’ enough for two. And men 
like enough room to turn around. 
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“Could you do one thing 
more before you go?”

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Why use Chemical 


plant food? 


By Dr. Firman E. Bear 


Chairman, Soils Department, Rutgers University’ 


One of the more recent scares 
has to do with the supposed dan- 
gers from using chemical plant 
foods. The claim is made that 
these chemicals ruin your soil, kill 
the useful soil bacteria and fungi, 
drive away the earthworms, and 
produce crops responsible for the 
increasing susceptibility of man- 
kind to disease. 

A series of books on the subject 
has been written in popular lan- 
gauge. These books are being wide- 
ly read. The writers insist there 
is no safe substitute for composts. 
They lay down strict rules for 
making composts. They insist that 
the compost must contain both 
animal manures and plant refuse, 
and that the compost must be fer- 
mented before it is added to your 
soil. 

In the United States alone, some 
35 million chemicals are 
applied annually to the soil. This

is enough to fill three solid lines of 


25-ton freight cars extending from 
New York to San Francisco. Can 
it be that this is a gigantic fraud? 


Let’s apply the test of time 

One carefully conducted experi- 
ment has been that at England’s 
world-famous Rothamsted Experi- 
ment Station. There, one plot has 
received 1,392 pounds of chemical 
plant food per acre every year since 
1852. 

The land has been 
wheat each of the 95 years since 
that date. The average yield for 
the first 70 vears was 35.6 bushels 
per acre. No manure or compost 
has been applied. All the crop 
wastes and have been 
plowed under without composting. 

Alongside this plot is another 
that has received 16 tons of farm- 
yard manure every year since 
1852. This plot has never had 
chemical plant food. Its average 
yield during the 70 years was 34.3 
bushels.

What about organic matter? 

The “biodynamic” advocates 
insist there is no safe substitute for 
composts. 

The truth is that luxuriantly 
perfect plants are being grown 
today on a large scale by the use 
of purely chemical solutions in 
pure quartz sand that contains no 
organic matter. Seed and cuttings 
from these plants reproduce per- 
fectly generation after generation. 


What about bacteria and fungi? 


The population of living things 
in your soil is determined almost 
entirely by the amount of organic 
matter, available nitrogen, and 
minerals in your soil. One of the 
most effective ways of maintaining 
a high level of organic matter in 


your soil is by the regular and 
liberal use of chemical plant food. 

The soil of a plot on the West 
Virginia Agricultural Experiment 
Station farm that received chemi- 
cal plant food annually for 15 
years contained nearly 50 percent 
more organic matter than was 
contained in the soil of an adjacent 
plot not fed. 

Mycorrhizal fungi are essential 
connecting links between some 
soils and some plants. The poorer 
your soil, the more essential they 
are. But mycorrhizal fungi are not 
essential to most crop plants and 
their importance to any plants is 
reduced ‘to the vanishing point if 
your soil is well supplied with min- 
erals 


What about earthworms? 

The New Jersey Agricultural 
Experiment Station has found that 
earthworms are no more sensitive 
to chemicai plant foods than are 
the root hairs of your plants. If 
temporarily disturbed by an over- 
dose, a worm can move but a root 
hair can’t. In general, the heavier 
the application of plant food, the 
greater the growth of your plants 
and the larger the amount of plant 
residues that are left behind in 
your sail. It is these residues that 
provide the food that maintains 
the earthworms. 


What about quality of crop? 

If you’re growing fruits and 
vegetables, you’re after tasty and 
nutritious produce. Quality often 
must be measured by the senses. 
Animals decide by taste whether or 
not a crop has quality. Livestock 
will often avoid manured grass to 
the point almost of starvation. But 
they will pick out a chemically fed 
grass plot, no matter how small, 
and chew it down into the soil. 
They need something the chemical 
plant food supplies. It has been 
repeatedly shown that emaciated, 
listless. livestock can be made to 
flourish when their impoverished 
pastures are treated with chemical 
plant foods, especially those that 
supply phosphate. 


What about the minor elements? 

If your soil has been gardened a 
long time some of the minor ele- 
ments, such as boron, copper, 
manganese, zinc, and molybde- 
num, are likely to become defi- 
cient in your soil. 

Manures and compost can pro- 
vide only a temporary answer to 
this problem. But you ¢an use 
chemical plant foods that carry 
all the elements required by your 
plants. To be ‘“‘complete,” a plant 
food must now contain more than 
just nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and 
potash. Neither manure nor chem- 
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ical plant food, nor both, will 
necessarily deliver to your plant 
all the minerals required by man. 
Your plants are not “concerned” 
with your needs, but only with 
their own. 


What about your health and life 
expectancy? 

Is there any real evidence that 
chemically fed-plants are short in 
biologic value? Or that those who 
eat them are more subject to dis- 
ease than if they had eaten ma- 
nured crops instead? 

In 1850, before farmers began 
using chemical plant foods, the 
average life expectancy in the 
United States was 40 years. In 
1944 fertilizer tonnage reached the 
12-million-ton mark and life ex- 
pectancy rose to 6614 years. Maybe 
chemical plant foods aren’t re- 
sponsible for the increase, but on 
this score it’s hard to prove a case 
against them. There’s more difh- 
culty with the diseases of old age 
simply because we have more old 
people. 


Both compost and chemicals 
have their place 

Don’t get me wrong. I’m not 
arguing against the use of manures 
or saying that organic matter is of 
no value to your soil. But there is 
nothing in animal manure that 
cannot be supplied equally well by 
plowing under sods, cover crops, 
and green manures except where 
the manure is the result of feeding 
imported grains) New York soils 
might profit by having Lowa corn, 
Kansas wheat, and Minnesota oats 
{ to the New York cows. But 
they might profit equally well by 
having some Atlantic Ocean water 
scattered over them ‘The same 
effects are obtained from lime- 
stone, phosphate rock, and crude 
potash salts, all of which had their 
origin in the ocean. 

lhe world’s earliest civilizations 
reached their highest and most en- 
during levels on the unleached soils 
of semiarid areas. Such soils con- 
tain large amounts of salts that in 
humid areas have been washed 
into the sea. The plant food in- 
dustry is based on the assumption 
that these sea salts must be hauled 
back and put @ the land from 
which they come. These salts con- 
tain all the elements any plant re- 


quires.

Later brasses have sporting themes 


Tue small brass objects over the 
fireplace shown on the cover of 
this issue are things called horse 
amulets. 

The Nelsons first came upon 
and started collecting them while 
bicycling thru England. In a dust- 
covered box in a Basingstoke har- 
ness shop they found the first 21. 
Excitedly they bought them all, 
tho they weigh half a pound apiece 

quite an addition to a bicycle’s 
cargo. Since those first ones, the 
collection has grown by grace of 
markets, harness shops, and Eng- 
lish friends. 

These amulets are protective 
charms that can be traced back to 
an early belief in the power of the 
“evil eye.” Why did the ancients 
single out their horses to wear 
these charnas? Probably because 
horses, being nervous beasts, were 
liable to shy at “‘spirits invisible to 
the human eye.” 

They hung these brasses on the 
martingale of the horse’s harness. 
(The* martingale is the strap that 
runs down from the horse’s collar 
and between his forelegs.) Four or 
five brasses would be hung from a 
single harness. 

In Nubia, harnesses have been 
discovered with brasses that date 
to sometime before the Roman 
Empire. Later brasses from Roman 
horses have been unearthed in 
British excavations, and the Sara- 
cens and Turks used them at the 
time of the Crusades. 

They reached their heyday in 
England between 1851 and 1900. It 
was during this period that the 
Nelsons’ 85 specimens were forged. 





Because the apple is a cold 
climate fruit and never grew in 
the hot Euphrates Valley 
where the Garden of Eden sup- 
posedly was, the forbidden 
fruit eaten by Eve probably 
was a kind of orange.

Trees: Branch being removed has 
two faults: (1) It grows back 
toward center instead of outward 
in open, spreading habit. (2) It 
rubs against branch above, mak- 
ing an open wound that ts easily 
infected. Pole pruners are a great 
convenience but must not be used 
where their wire might contact an 
electric power line. Slow-growing 
thin twigs (thinner than lead pen:

Bark wounds: Bark, like skin, should be intact. Cut away all damaged bark 
and shape wound as soon as discovered.

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How to craft your trees 


By Alfred Swanson 


Wien friends visit my garden they marvel 
that I can grow green, yellow, and red varieties 
of apples on one tree. 

“How do you do it?”’ they ask. 

I explain that I graft little twigs of the different 
varieties onto an old apple tree. For 30 years 
this tree has supplied a place for my hobby, 
grafting plants. Last year I picked 24 kinds of 
apples from this tree. 

You don’t need a magic touch to be successful 
with grafting. The rules: 

1. Grafting must be done in early spring be- 
fore buds swell on the twig you want to graft onto 
your tree. But you can roll the twigs in damp 
moss and wrap them in strong paper for storage 
in your refrigerator for as much as a month, if 
necessary. 

2. Plants must be closely related; apples on 
apples, cherries on cherries, roses on roses, etc. 

5. The thin layer of green cambium cells just 
under the bark on the stock (old plant) and the 
cion (new twig) must press tightly together. 
Make long, sloping cuts to have the area of con- 
tact as big as possible. 

4. Air and rot must be excluded from the cut 
surfaces by waxing them.

ment for distemper. This is the 
veterinarian’s job. And he should 
be called in immediately at the 
first suspicion of its presence. 
Treating distemper when it first 
starts is important, 


We DO want to make one im- 
portant point. Our vote goes on the 
line for home nursing—under the 
care and supervision of a veteri- 
narian, of course. When a dog gets 
sick, he doesn’t know what’s hit 
him. He only knows he feels awful. 
But he has an overwhelming con- 
fidence that his master will make 
things come out fine. 

A dog dotes on familiar sur- 
roundings, which are calming and 
comforting. Kind words, a friendly 
pat, an encouraging nod from a 
loved one—these are things a dog 
prizes. They bolster his spirits, 
buoy his strength. We’ve yet to 
lose a dog from distemper. We 
nurse them at home, under our 
vet’s direction and treatment. 

The main rule of distemper 
treatment is to keep a dog eating. 
The animal that continues to take 
nourishment is pretty sure to 
weather the storm. The main thing 
is to sustain the patient until the 
disease has run its course. If the 
dog can hold on long enough, 
he’ll win out. Any dog that stops 
eating altogether is invariably 
washed up. 





Aca, presence of the master 
counts heavily with the patient. 
Loving preparation of tasty tidbits 
tempt a none-too-keen appetite. 
Best food is raw beef. If the dog re- 


jects it, cook it slightly. If this fails 


to interest the patient, try roast 
chicken, fish, soft-boiled eggs, 
milk, cooked cereals with sugar 
and milk. Eggnog is excellent. Also 
custard. Or try tomato juice, 
chopped vegetables slightly boiled, 
dog biscuits, broths, barley soup-— 
anything with nourishment in it. 
Condensed milk, slightly diluted, 
will often work where all else fails. 
But keep your dog eating, even if 
it calls for soft-spoken encourage- 
ment and hand feeding. Inciden- 
tally, a dog will often respond to 
patiently slow hand feeding, where 
he’ll not display the merest interest 
in a feeding dish. 

There is no known cure for dis- 
temper—tho a good percentage of 
dogs does pull thru it to live to a 
ripe old age, apparently none the

I IRST, we know for certain that a 
well-fed animal, sturdy of frame 
and robust of body, has the best 
chance of warding off distemper 
entirely, or winning out over it to 
full recovery. But an ill-fed, ill- 
housed. rickety dog is fair prey for 
the disease, has the least chance 


for recovery, once the ailment 
strikes. 
Inoculations with preventive 


serum are eminently successful. 
While they don’t provide 100-per- 
cent protection, records show they 
do provide a high rate of immuni- 
zation. The best thing the owner of 
a young puppy can do is to ask his 
veterinarian about anti-distemper 
prophylaxis without delay. Inocu- 
lations should be given at a very 
tender age. Remember, the young- 
ster is distemper’s favorite target. 

Other preventive measures: Pro- 
vide your dog with a dry, clean bed 
out of drafts. Don’t bathe a young 
dog at this time of year. If your pet 
has to slosh around in a muddy, 
slushy pen, haul in a load of cinders 
or crushed stone and spread it 
thickly over the surface. This will 
provide good drainage, a firm, dry 
footing. And another thing—when 
your dog comes into the house 
caked with mud, with paws and 
legs soaked in the cold wet, give 
him a brisk rubdown and drying- 
off with a towel. No dog should 
ever be allowed to retire to his bed 
with a wet coat. 


A DOG with distemper should be 
promptly isolated from other dogs 
of the household or kennel. The 
virus is known to remain alive, 
active, and outside the animal 
body for 90 days, even tho the 
afflicted dog has been removed. All 
objects known to have come in 
contact with the sick animal, as 
well as his quarters, should be 
thoroly cleaned and disinfected. 
All bedding should be burned, 
altho the infective agent is de- 
stroyed in a short time when ex- 
posed to direct sunlight.

Pacifie Northwest 


Your roses should be sprayed or dusted with an all-purpose ijia- 
terial as soon as the first leaves unfurl. This is also the time to apply 
four or six inches of mulch—peat, vermiculite, or redwood bark. 
Rose pruning should be completed by the end of the month. 
Pruning of trees and shrubs must be completed by March 10. A 
final winter spray should be made. 
Earwigs can be trapped by placing rolled, dampened newspapers in 
their usual haunts. Next morning collect and burn the newspapers, 
Slugs and cutworms will be less abundant this year if you start 
now to control them. Place a prepared bait in tin cans and lay these 
on their sides in your garden each night at dusk. 
Onions, lettuce, cabbage, early peas, carrots, and radishes can be 
planted now. 
Spring bulbs should be fed as soon as they come thru the ground. 
First plan*ting of gladioli can be made about March 25. 
Calendulas, Shirley poppies, and California poppies can be sown as 
soon as the soil dries enough so you can prepare a seedbed.

Early bulbs break thru the ground this month. Loosen the mulch 

around them or you'll get a lot of long, weak stems. 

Oil sprays are still safe to use unless your trees and shrubs have 

started to leaf out. Exceptions: Pfitzer junipers, flowering cherries, 

cotoneaster, and azaleas are less likely to be injured by oil sprays 

applied after leaf growth starts. 

Sprayers and hoses must be drained after each use to avoid damage 

during unexpected sharp freezes. 

Vegetables to sow: cabbage, cauliflower, broccoli, brussel sprouts, 

kohlrabi, and lettuce. Started now, these will be ready to go into 

your coldframe in April for hardening. 

Snapdragons and larkspur should be planted immediately. But un- 

less you have a little greenhouse, don’t start seeds of the quick-grow- 

ing tender flowers this early. 

Roses should be planted as early as you can get them. Mix peat or 

other forms of humus into your planting soil to make it loose. (See 

page 25 for a picture story on how to plant roses.) 

Tuberous begonias can be potted now. They'll start slowly. You 

want them flowering size by Decoration Day. 

Annual poppies should be sown as soon as the ground can be worked. 

Pansies must be planted early. They grow best in cool weather.

Dahlias not dug last fall should be dug and divided now. Replant 
tubers four inches deep. Annual dahlias should be started from seed. 
Pelargoniumsand Martha Washington geraniumsshould be fed now. 
Lawns need a March feeding. 

Annuals galore can be started now. Try a few of the newest ones. 
Fuchsia roots grow close to the surface: Don’t cultivate. Feed with 
liquid plant food and mulch your plants this month. 

Virus diseases stunt, mottle, and yellow affected plants. There is no 
cure once a plant is attacked, so destroy it immediately. 

Sweet corn can be sown now. Plant in blocks to insure full ears. 
String beans must be sown each month to insure a constant supply. 
Gladioli, cannas, elephant ears, and summer bulbs can be set out now. 
Bare-root plants can be moved successfully only in March. 
Bedding plants can be multiplied rapidly from cuttings made now. 
Coleus, impatiens, geraniums, and jacobinias are among the best. 
Poinsettias to be saved for next year should be cut back now. Leave 
only three buds on each stem if you want long-stemmed big flowers.

GARDEN CLINIC

Marcu and early April, before 
the buds open, is the best time to 
soray for scale insects. While trees 

nd shrubs are dormant, they will 
stand stronger and more effective 
sprays. 

Examine carefully the bark of 
your deciduous plants and the 
foliage of your evergreens for tiny 


er°vish, white, brown, or black 
scales, often the size of a pinhead or 
smeller. When numerous, they 


form a scurfy or pimply coating 

which can be scraped loose with 

your fingernail or a knife blade. 
The scales you see are protective 


waxy coatings secreted by the tiny 
scale insects which live under- 
eath and suck out the plant 


Because most scale insects 
are so small, they often develop un- 
noticed until pale, unthrifty foliage 
and dying branches call attention 
to them. Lilacs, euonymus, mag-

Miscible oils or dormant oil 
sprays are the most effective sprays 
for scale insects. When _ thoroly 
mixed with water, these oils form 
milky-looking mixtures called oil 
emulsions. These can be applied 
with your regular garden sprayer, 
or you can paint them on the af- 
fected branches with a brush. 
There are many brands of mis- 


cible oils. Use as directed on the 
container. Many are used at a

Oi sprays are not safe on Japa- 
nese maple, sugar maple, or on most 
nut trees, and should only be used 
on evergreens when necessary.

R. R. Fenska,*‘Tree Experts’ Manual” 


I have an old tree that is still alive altho 
the whole center of its trunk has rotted 
away. Is this unusual? S. J. S., Ver- 
mont. 


Trees depend upon their bark to 
supply food and water to their 
leaves. The woody part of the trunk 
supplies only mechanical strength. 
Most trees with rotted centers blow 
over during windstorms. 

The heartwood of the apple tree 
pictured rotted away after seedling 
apples were grafted into its trunk 
to bridge across where bark had 
been chewed off by animals. 


Bartlett Tree Research Laboratory 


Last summer my maple tree had white 
patches of something sticking out along 
many of its twigs. What can I do to 
prevent this? N. G. P., Illinois. 


Apparently your tree is infested 
by the cottony scale (above). You 
should spray your maple thoroly 
in March with lime-sulfur diluted 
1 to 8 with water. Next July spray 
your tree again with nicotine sul- 
fate and soap.

Test condition of soil before working it. Squeeze a handful as you would an old 
friend's hand. If when released the pat of soil will crumble easily, proceed at 
once to fork, spade, or plow your garden plot. For a better growth of roots, 
it's important that you push your fork or spade straight down its full depth 





Strike each forkful as turned 
to crumble it. Before soil 
dries, smooth it with a steel 
rake to make good seed- 
bed. Some roughness and 
even a little litter between 
seed rows will reduce ero- 
sion during hard rains, and 
help penetration by light 
showers. Level soil with rake 


Measure off rows with 
stakes and cord.

Plant from a board, when possible, to save packing soil. Open seed rows with 
hoe or plant stake. Taking time to get them straight and parallel now saves you 
embarrassment later. Make rows 1 inch deep except for peas, beans, and other 
large seeds. Cover lightly with soil, then firm by tamping with back of hoe 





To use plant food most economically, spread it in shallow furrows 3 to 4 inches 
out from line. Use at rate of 1 pound for each 25 feet of row. Cover plant food 
before opening seed row. So placed, food is available to roots by the time the 
young plants need it and is right where the spring rains can soon dissolve it 





Cover rows as fast as planted. Draw soil over seeds with hoe, and then tamp to 
get close contact between seeds and soil. In spring, soil is usually damp enough

How fo plant a young tree 


By Emery Howard 


Broken or diseased roots should be cut off. Hole itself must be big enough to 
accommodate roots without crowding. Roots must not twist around each other, 
or they may intertwine tightly and choke each other, as shown on page 220 


Thoro soaking helps settle soil firmly around roots, and eliminates danger of 
air pockets that would keep roots from getting water and nutrients. Check 
your tree for straightness while the soil is still soft. Use stakes if necessary

branches where you want them.

1. Buy trees that are still in the 
“whip” stage. You'll get just one 
long shoot without side branches. 
The roots may be several years 
old, but the top was grafted on 
the roots only a year ago.

Garden clinic 


We landscaped 
from scratch 


Buy F. E. Monteith 


We HAD to buy a house last year 
to have a place to live. There 
wasn’t much money left to fix up 
our yard. We had a front lawn, of 
sorts, but that was all. The back 
yard rose steeply in a brush-cov- 
ered wilderness. 

We got prices on clearing, grad- 
ing, and planting. The cost was 
staggering, so like the little red hen, 
we did the work ourselves. Our 
project produced five ideas that 
anyone could use: 

1. We made a model in a good- 
sized oblong cake pan, using 
sand, tiny pebbles, and twigs. 
When we had a model that 
suited us, we knew just where to 
put every shovelful of soil and 
where to put each stone to get 
the desired effects. 

2. We knew we’d never be able 
to move rocks anyway except 
downhill, so we had the trucker 
dump our 10-ton order at the 
top of the hill. We put aside the 
flattest stones for paving the 
walks and steps. 

3. To save moving the soil twice, 
as we scooped soil off the lower 
level, we added it to the low 
edge of the second terrace—and 
so on up the hill. 


4. To get color the first year, we 
planted bulbs and rapid-grow- 
ing small plants—lobelias, dwarf 
sweet alyssum, dwarf marigolds, 
godetia, pansies, violas, gerani- 
ums, and _  nasturtiums. We 
quickly got away from the raw 
new look of so many just-built 
places. Now we have permanent 
perennials and shrubs started to 
take the place of many of the 
temporary flowers. 


5. We wanted an outdoor fire- 
place in our garden, and to save 
money we decided to build it 
ourselves. So we went to the 
quarry, chose our stones, and 
hauled them home in the back 
of the car. We looked thru our 
supply of clippings from Better 
Homes & Gardens until we found 
a fireplace we liked. It wasn’t 
hard to build, and it works fine. 


Our efforts probably don’t come 
up to what professionals could do 
—but neither does the cost. We 
know, tho, that we’ve added much 
to the value of our home. Don’t 
wait to landscape your yard be 
cause you can’t afford to hire pro- 
fessional help. Don’t do without 
the pleasure of an outdoor living 
room. Landscaping really isn’t as 
big a job as it looks, and you'll have 
fun doing it.

Mareh I Since it was dead of 
winter outdoors, this day was de- 
voted to paper work inside head- 
quarters and to contemplation and 
planning as I worked. 

Some of my seed supplies are al- 
ready on hand—those ordered 
earlier by mail. 

Last evening a neighbor of ours 
called me on the phone. She is on 
the program of our local garden 
club to talk at the next meeting on 
“Continuous Bloom in the Gar- 
den.” Now, frankly, it would have 
been easier to make that talk my- 
self than try to tell her over the 
phone what she ought to say. 

I told her that continuous bloom 
involves three things. First, select 
flowering plants which bloom at 
different times. Second, select 
varieties and species of any one 
kind of flower which will have 
different bloom dates. For in- 
stance, daylily bloom can be ex-

tended from May to September 
this way. Third, bloom can be pro- 
longed by cultural steps, such as 
cutting off faded blooms. 

This is a topic which has always 
interested me. I have kept records 
on bloom dates a good many times 
in my notebooks. Then I have filed 
away things I come across. Thus 
one way or another, I have bloom 
tables worked out on how to ex- 
tend the season for  narcissus, 
tulips, peonies, lilacs, hemerocal- 
lis, lilies, bearded iris, and iris as a 
whole, Oriental poppies, annual 
asters, and goodness knows what 
else. 


Mareh 4 This late afternoon two 
gentlemen came to see me. They 
represented a firm which is mak- 
ing a line of new spray materials 
containing DDT. One essential of 
their product, so they told me, is 
that when it is sprayed on foliage, 
it dries rapidly and leaves nothing 
there except the DDT crystals. 
Sounds OK. 

Yesterday when I got back 
home, there was a new kind of hoe 
standing in the back hall. I never 
saw one like it before. A friend had 
left it for me to try out. It is some 
kind of experimental model. 

Since I happen to be an easy 
mark for trying anything new, my 
life is a frequent procession of folks 
who come to tell me about their 
product or want me to try it out. I 
welcome them all, for I try to live 
and learn about new things.

This 1s a won- 
derful hedge, but it grows rapidly 
ind if not kept within bounds 
would get to be 15 feet tall. So I 
went to work with pruning shears 


and lopping shears. Didn’t finish. 

Now if I were a leisurely chap, 
with lots of time, no worries and no 
living to earn, this hedge pruning 
wouldn’t be so bad. It is a sort of 
contemplative job which one can 
do almost automatically, while 
fancy roams and one’s dreams 
come floating by as smoke from my 
cob pipe floats upward. 


Mareh 28 {t took a lot of oratory, 
but finally David managed to wire 
up the thermostat on the heat in 
out little electric hotbed to dry out 
the soil and warm it up. The cover 
had been put on quite a while back 
to keep it from rain. We put the 
thermostat in the garage when not 
in use. 


March 29 Out this windy but 
sunny afternoon and made a gin- 
gerly beginning at things. Ground 
is still too wet, tho I pulled soil 
mulch away from a few roses. 
Pruned a bit at shrubbery. 


Mareh 30 At long last, about two 
weeks later than I should, I 
finally got the hotbed going. Here 
I sowed seeds of tomatoes, cabbage, 
broccoli, and cauliflower. I also 
put in seeds of Unwin dwarf dahl- 
ias, and of Korean mums. 

As usual, I treated the seeds with 
a chemical before I sowed them as 
a protectant against damping-off

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Now its sweet corn 
without hoeing! 


By Rh. Milton Carleton 






Ir YOU’LL plant the right va- 
riety, you won’t need to weed or 
cultivate your sweet corn. You can 
use a new method of controlling 
weeds—spraying with 2,4-D, after 
the corn has been planted but 
before it shows above ground. This 
is what experiment station men 
are calling the 2,4-D pre-emer- 
gence spray. 

In New Jersey, New York, IIli- 
nois, and Michigan tests, this new 
method not only gave better con- 
trol of weeds than old-time hoeing, 
but injury to the corn roots was less 
than that caused by cultivation. 
And because room for hoeing or 
machinery is not needed, closer 
spacing is possible. Some investi- 
gators are even predicting 12’’x12” 
spacing. 

At present, this method of avoid- 
ing hoeing can’t be recommended 
without some reservation. For 


some reason, certain varieties of 


sweet corn are badly affected by 
2,4-D, but the number affected 
adversely is small. I have seen tests 
on Bancross, Marcross, Golden 
Seneca, Ioana, and Golden Cross 
Bantam which indicate that it’s 
safe to use the 2,4-D pre-emergence 
spray with these hybrid varieties, 
also with open-pollinated Country 
Gentleman. 

On these ‘“‘safe’’ varieties, the 
results have been almost unbe- 
lievable. Test plots sprayed in the 
pre-emergence stage have shown 
no weeds to speak of in mid-August 
altho the soil had not been dis-

turbed in any way. The plants have 
been tall and healthy, with strong 
brace roots and well-filled ears. 
This in a season when nearby plots 
not sprayed, but cultivated within 
the week, had weeds 6 inches tall. 

The strong brace roots deserve 
special mention. At Michigan 
State College, investigators re- 
ported that corn in a 2,4-D-sprayed 
field stood up when untreated corn 
blew down. 


Note before you spray 

1. The time of spraying is im- 
portant. Best time to spray is as 
soon as the seed is planted, pro- 
vided the soil is reasonably warm. 

2. Amounts and methods de- 
pend upon the brand of 2,4-D 
used, but in general if you follow 
the directions for controlling broad- 
leaved weeds in lawns and pas- 
tures, you should have good results. 
Clay soils may need heavier ap- 
plications than lighter loams and 
sands. 

3. Control drift of the spray, 
particularly if ornamental shrubs, 
pears, apples, peaches, and small 
fruits might be hit by this drift. 

All common vegetables except 
spinach seem to be especially sen- 
sitive to 2,4-D. 

So, for 1948 use 2,4-D pre-emer- 
gence sprays only in your sweet- 
corn patch, and only as outlined 
here. But with nothing but plant- 
ing and picking to do, the family 
can really enjoy corn on the cob 
this year.

Moles should be trapped, or gassed with calcium cyanide crys- 
tals poured into freshly opened runs after a rain. Ants will fall 
ready victims to chlordane sprays, or cyanide poured into their 
nests. Lawn can be grub-proofed with DDT or chlordane sprays 
or dusts, earthworms eliminated by dusting lawn with arsenate 








Lawn and walk should be at same 
height for easiest mowing and to pro- 
tect your mower.

All grade 
changes should be gradual enough so 
your mower won't skin them. Steep 
banks should be planted with memorial 
roses, bearberry, or periwinkle, and

Ruts made by careless motorists should be repaired as soon as 
discovered. If deeply rutted, lift the damaged strips of sod, loosen 
packed soil below, and replace sod. Otherwise, simply slit sod 
thru its center for the distance of the rut and use the tines of your 
spading fork to fluff soil and lift sod to its pre-accident level

Paint and turpentine spilled on lawns is sure death to the grass, 
as is motor oil or ice-melting salt that may drain onto it. Also 
avoid shoveling salted ice or snow onto your lawn.

Your fireplace goes modern 


. » » when ivy hides those old windows 


By Marry Richardson 


Tose small, high windows at 
either side of your living-room fire- 
place, so popular in the 1920’s, can 
be easily modernized . . . camou- 
flaged with an ivy-covered lattice 
that will bring your garden into 
your home the year round. (This 
same trick will work wonders with 
small high windows in your dining 
room or hall, too.) 

Cut down the bookshelves be- 
side the fireplace to a well-propor- 
tioned height and add trim shutter 
doors. (You could easily build 
plain wooden shelves: if none are 
there now.) Paint the cupboards to 
match your walls and fireplace or 
stain them to blend with your 
furniture. 

Set wooden boxes for your greens 
on top of the bookshelves; then fit 
light lattices to the wall space 
above the shelves. Keep low flower- 
ing greens—perennials, or change 
them with the season—in the front 
of the box, and let vines clamber 
up the lattice. Don’t nail lattices to 
the wall; instead wire them to the 
window frames so that they can be 
removed easily for cleaning. 




























To make the lattice, first build a 
light frame which will fit the wall 
space, but not be too snug. Use 
lath, or 34,"’ pine the width of lath

Nail first lath diagonally across 
frame with very fine brads. Add 
other diagonal strips, leaving the 
width of two strips between them 


Add the second set of diagonal 
strips crossing the first set at right 
angles. Note: Don't cut strips too 
closely to size. It is better to place 
each set on the frame and work 
out its arrangement before nailing. 
When one set has been nailed on, 
saw off ends flush with the frame

are so smooth and finely masti- 
cated, pediatricians and nutrition- 
ists have been asking why not feed 
them to really young infants? Babies 
need three-and-one-half times as 
much protein per unit of body 
weight as adults do, because the 
former grow so rapidly. Meat is 
one of the richest sources of com- 
plete protein and it is also rich in 
B vitamins and minerals. 


Many babies are now being fed 
strained meats between the second 
and third months, along with their 
other semisolid foods. The babies 
accept the meats readily, tolerate 
them well. Both mothers and nurses 
report that babies who are getting 
meat seem happier, more con- 
tented, than babies who aren’t. 
At the University of Nebraska 
last summer, Dr. Ruth M. Lever- 
ton, a nutritionist, and Dr. George 
Clark, a pediatrician, went even 
further. They took 18 babies who 
were only 6 weeks old and added 
strained meat to their formulas. 
The fine particles of meat passed 
easily thru the bottle nipples. Fif- 
teen babies not receiving meats 
were studied at the same time. 
According to Doctor Leverton 
and Doctor Clark, the babies read- 
ily accepted the strained meat in 
their formula and showed no dis- 
tress from it. Attending nurses said 
the babies receiving meat were 
more satisfied and slept better nights 
than those who got no meat. Doc-

medical care for all the infants 
studied, reported that the meat-fed 
babies were in better physical con- 
dition as a result of receiving the 
meat supplement. 

But the most significant showing 
was in their blood tests. Doctors 
have known for some time that 
babies show a drop in hemoglobin 
(the pigment which makes red 
corpuscles red and carries oxygen 
from the lungs to all parts of the 
body) at the 6- to 14-week age 
level. The blood tests proved that 
the meat-fed babies not only did 
not show this characteristic drop in 
hemoglobin, but instead had a 
marked increase in both hemoglobin 
and red blood cells. 

Many pediatricians are now rec- 
ommending meat at 2 to 3 months 
of age. Chances are that doctors 
won’t be adding meat to the for- 
mula of every 6-weeks-old infant. 
But the fact that they can check 
the natural drop in hemoglobin 
and increase red blood cells as well 
as hemoglobin means that they can 
really help anemic babies and those 
who don’t gain weight. 


Waren doctors introduce meat 
between the second and _ third 
months, they usually begin with 1 
teaspoonful at each meal. This is 
given in the same manner as be- 
ginning cereals and _ vegetables. 
The amount is gradually increased 
until, at 3 months, the baby is re- 
ceiving about half a can of strained 
meat every day. 

The remaining portion of meat 
may be stored in the refrigerator 
in its original can. It should be cov- 
ered with several thicknesses of 
waxed paper fastened tightly by 
string or rubber bands. Or it may 
be transferred to a sterile screw-top 
glass jar. 

Only the amount of meat to be 
used at each meal should be heated 
because heat increases the chances 
of bacteria developing in the un- 
used portion. The meat has been 
thoroly cooked in the processing, 
so it need be heated just enough to 
warm it. When the amounts given 
at each meal are small, it can be 
heated sufficiently by placing it 
right in baby’s food-warming dish. 


Six varieties of meat are now 
available for babies: beef, lamb, 
veal, pork, liver (for its iron), and 
heart (high in niacine). The in- 
clusion of pork may be a surprise, 
but pork contains more thiamin 
(Vitamin B,) than any other meat. 
Its flavor is slightly better. And, 
prepared, as the baby’s product is, 
from lean pork, its fat content is no 
higher than any other meat. 

With a baby accustomed to the 
taste of several kinds of meats, as 
well as cereals and vegetables, he’s 
all set when the doctor says he is 
ready for chopped foods. Then he 
can get meat in diced form with no 
more trouble for his mother than 
opening and heating a right-sized 
can.
